TOKYO, Sunday, Sept. 10 (AP) 
—The Korean Communists today 
applied new pressure on the 
northern front where American 
and South Korean forces yester- 
day closed a five-mile gap opened 
by Red tanks. 

Despite the pressure the north- 
ern front defending the strategic 
base of Taegu was described as 
“relatively quiet” by Associated 
Press Correspondent Leif Erick- 
son at United States Eighth Army 
headquarters. 

Some of the Red heat on Taegu 
was cooled by the clesing of the 
breach in the line between Yong- 
chon and Kyongju northeast of 
Taegu. , 

But the Reds still were a contin- 
uing threat to the South Korean 
provisional capital from the north.

above Taegu. 
Air Force Back in Action, 


The Allied air force swarmed 
back to the battlefront at dawn 
today with only a medium over- 
cast to hinder the harassment of 
Red troops and supply lines. - 

The United States Fifth Air 
Force said bad weather limited 
sorties to 200 yesterday—only 187 
in close support of ground troops. 
The Reds took advantage of every 
respite in the aerial assault to 
move men and supplies to their 
deeply bled divisions. 

Erickson also reported a Sun- 
day morning quiet over the 
southern front with the Reds stil] 
holding Battle Mountain — won 
again Saturday at heavy cost. The 
bitterly contested height domi- 
nates the approaches to Masan. 
Masan is the gateway to the all- 
important supply port of Pusan, 
27 air miles east of Masan.

AUTO PLUNGES

An automobile crashed through 
a wooden guard rail on the Fyler 
avenue viaduct last night and 
plunged 25 feet to the ground.

This _ inevitably 
means higher prices, unless we do 
something about it. Higher prices 
would lead to higher wages which 
in turn would lead to still high- 
er prices. Then we would be 
started on the deadly spiral of 
inflation. 

Everybody would lose if we 
let inflation go unchecked. 

Workers would be hurt. The 
extra dollars in Saturday’s pay 
check would be taken awdy by 
the higher prices for Monday’s 
groceries.

That is just plain profiteering, 
and should not be tolerated. * 

If business men will conscien- 
tiously review their prices, we 
shall see fewer price increases in 
the days and weeks to come, and 
a good many price reductions. 

For wage earners, the guiding 
principle must be: Do no ask 
for wage increases beyond what 
is needed to meet the rise in 
the cost of living. 

Our defense effort means that 
there will be an increasing num- 
ber of jobs. If wage earners on 
that account ask for higher and 
higher wages, they will be driving 
prices up, all along the line. For 


the time being, therefore, wage 


increases should not be sought 
beyond what is necessary to keep 
wages in line with the cost of 
living. Existing inequities in wage 
rates, of course, can and should 
be corrected, with due considera- 
tion for recognized inter-industry 
relationships. 

There is another guiding 
principle that applies to all of 
us—consumers, wage earners, 
farmers, and business men. It 
is this: We should save as much 
as we can out of current in- 
come. Every dollar of saving 
now will serve several pur- 
poses. It will help hold prices 
down. It will help every fam- 
ily provide for the future. And 
it will also help provide invest- 
ment funds needed to expand 
production. 

The principles I have outlined 
will not be easy to maintain. 
They will require patriotism and 
self-restraint. But we are all in 
this situation together. We must 
be prepared to accept some reduc- 
tions in our standards of living. 
I am sure that we will be willing 
to make sacrifices here at home, 


Controls Where Needed. 

If we adhere faithfully to the 
principles of self-restraint I have 
outlined, we can lessen the need 
for controls.

Government controls are 
needed right now to cut the 
volume of easy credit buying.

flationary threat. It will drive 
prices up. Furthermore, it will 
use up materials that we need 
for defense.

24 to June 24, 1950. This means 
that information will be avail- 
able to set ceilings at fair lev- 
els and to identify the sellers 
who have taken advantage of 
the present emergency. 

I have also issued an order 
establishing an economic stabi- 
lization agency, to be headed 
by a stabilization administrator. 
This administrator will guide 
our voluntary efforts to hold 
down inflation. It will also be 
his task to find out where and 
when price and wage controls 
are needed. 

The administrator will have un- 
der him a director of price stabi- 
lization, who will help him de- 
termine what should be done to 
hold prices in line. He will also 
have under him a wage stabili- 
zation board composed of rep- 
resentatives of labor, manage- 
ment, and the public. This board 
will help determine wage poli- 
cies. : 

Trial Without Compulsion. 


The stabilization agency will go | 


to work first on present danger 
spots. The agency will consult 
with management and labor and 
will attempt to work out the nec- 
essary safeguards without com- 
pulsion. However, if these efforts 
fail, price ceilings and wage re- 
strictions will have to follow. 
The law which Congress has 
passed will enable us to get ahead 
with the defense production job. 
It will be faithfully administered. 
There are two matters, however, 
which give me particular concern. 
We cannot yet be sure that 
the new law permits effective use 
of selective controls. As a result 
we might have to resort to gen- 
eral controls before they are 
really necessary. This may prove 
to be a serious defect in the law 
which will require correction. 
Secondly, we do not have au- 
thority for adequate rent control. 
What we gain in holding down 
other cost-of-living prices must 
not be lost by failure to hold 
down the cost of shelter. The ex- 
isting rent law is inadequate to 
meet the present situation and 
should be improved. Meanwhile, 
state and local governments 
should take the necessary steps 
to keep present rent controls in 


effect. A 
Goals Are Plain. 


We will undoubtedly need fur- 
ther legislation as we go along 
later. Right now, there is work 
enough and responsibility enough 
for all of us. 

Our goals are plain. 

We must produce the goods 
that are needed.

We must hold the cost ef liv- 
ing steady, and keep down the 
cost of defense items. 

All these things we can do if 
| we work together, and share the 
Sacrifices that must be made.

The enormous resources and vi- 
tality of our free society have 
been proved. In World War II, 
we astonished the world and as- 
tonished ourselves by our vast 
production.

Today, spurred by the world- 
wide menace of Communist im- 
perialism, we can surpass every 
previous record. I am certain that 
the American people, working to- 
gether, can build the strength 
needed to establish peace in the 
world. 

Every American must ask him- 
self what he can do to help 
keep this nation strong and 
free. We should ask God to give 
us the faith and the courage 
we need.

1. Every person who sold or 
delivered goods or services, or of- 
fered them for sale or delivery, 
in the course of trade or business 
during the period from May 24, 
1950, to June 24, 1950, inclusive, 
shall preserve all his records for 
such period relating to: 

(A) The prices received or 
asked for such goods or serv- 
ices; and 

(B) The labor, material, ac- 
quisition, and other costs in- 
curred in connection with such 
goods or services. 

2. This order does not apply to: 

(A) Records of an individual 
relating to wages or salary re- 
ceived by such individual; — 

(B) Records relating to sales 
of agricultural commodities by 
the individual producer there- 
of; and 

(C) Records relating to the 
following, which are exempt 
from control under section 402 
(E) of the Defense Production 
Act of 1950: (I) Prices or rent- 
als for real property; (II) rates 
or fees charged for profession- 
al services; (III) prices or 
rentals for (A) materials fur- 
nished for publication by any 


press association or feature 
service, or (B) books, maga-

Shenker said his petition would 
ask the court to hear evidence 
that none of the men “had ever 
been physically present in the’ 
state of New Jersey.” 

Grounds of the petition, he said, 
would be that an attempt was be- 
ing made to take the men to New 
Jersey in violation of their con- 
stitutional rights, and that the is- 
suance of the extradition war- 
rants violated established legal 
principles, particularly since the 
defendants had been denied the 
right to prove they had not been 
in New Jersey.

A fanciful collection of birds 


cluding a rare shoebill stork 
whose grotesque bill somewhat 


resembles an upturned boat. 
Three young gelada baboons and

Assistant Scketary of 


State Offers 11-Point 
Program on U.S. Policy 
in Far East. 
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CLEVELAND, Sept. 9 (AP)—/ 
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Dean Rusk, in a sweeping state- #- 


ment of American policies toward 
Asia, spoke out tonight for ac- | 
tion on a Japanese peace treaty. 


Turning to the controversial 
Formosan problem, Rusk stated | 
that the United States, while 
working for a peaceful settlement, 
will continue economic aid and 
will furnish “selected military 
assistance” to strengthen’ the 
island’s defenses against attack. 

Concerning Japan, Rusk said 
“the time has come to move to- 
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ward a Japanese peace settle- : 
ment and to make it possible for ; 
Japan to accept the full privi- 
leges and responsibilities of in- 
ternational life to which her | 
people are now entitled.” 
Offers 11-Point Program. 

Addressing the National Con- 
vention of American Veterans of 
World War II, Rusk laid down an 
11-point program covering United 
States relations with the Far East. 
He urged the veterans to close 
ranks behind President Truman 
as the nation’s Commander in 
Chief and give him unity and 
support in the present world sit- 
uation. 

He described United States 
policies toward Asia as designed 
to spread freedom, produce peace, 
raise living standards and in- 
crease the security of the Asian 
peoples against aggression. 

Evidently referring to the long 
standing domestic political con- 
troversy over American policy in 
the Far East, Rusk continued: 
“May I suggest that if we may 
now wish that more of our 
strength were readily available for 
combat, we should not for un- 
worthy purposes consume our en- 
ergies in recrimination or self 
reproach. 

“We need not be ashamed of a 
policy which concerned itself with 
the building of the peace, the ad- 
vance of human liberty and the 
raising of the standards of living 
of men and women in every 
quarter of the globe.” 

Summary of Program. 

Here is a summary of the 11- 
point program of action: 

1. The United States “must ac- 
cept the proposition that the prob- 
lems of Asia are to be worked 
out by the governments and peo- 
ples of Asia... we can help, but 
we cannot take over.”

The Peiping radio quoted an 
“authoritative source” yesterday 
saying that Red China won’t ac- 
cept any commission for an on- 
the-spot inquiry unless the Com- 
munists are allowed to seat a 
spokesman. 

Malik Voted Down Once. 

The Council voted Malik down 
when he first proposed an emer- 
gency invitation to the Reds last 
week. France is known to be ask- 
ing for new instructions from 
Paris and Egypt’s delegate de- 
clines to say what his vote will be, 
but it was expected that Malik 
would not get six votes to support 
his request. He needs seven votes 
to win. 

Neither the U.N. nor the United 
States has been officially in- 
formed of the Peiping radio state- 
ment. 

But Gross said that if it proves 
authentic, it may kill the India- 
Sweden commission plan. He indi- 
cated there would be no point in 
embarrassing either India or 
Sweden—who have diplomatic rep- 
resentatives in Peiping—if the 
Chinese Communists say they 
won't accept their good offices. 

Other Methods Available. 

Gross said the inquiry, however, 
would not be abandoned. The U.N. 
has other machinery set up to 
make investigations and Secre- 
tary General Trygve Lie might be 
asked to set it in motion. 

Gross said that a commission 
or other’ investigating group 
could take evidence on the spot 
from anyone and the Communists 
would have a right to be heard 
there. 

The same, he said, goes for any 
request to seat a Red China 
spokesman during debate on 
charges the United States is guilty 
of aggression because of its fleet 
action to protect Formosa. 

“We would favor a similar fact- 
finding body to investigate on the 
spot,” Gross said, “and there is 
no reason to have the Chinese 
Communists come here.” 

He made plain that when the 
United States votes against invi- 
tations to the Communists, it will 
cast its vote as a procedural one 
and will not use its veto.

“Grand Design for Housing 


Action Taken in New eae 


City on Problem Faced by) 


St. Louis — Housing Plan 
Off to Vigorous Start. 


By RICHARD G. BAUMHOFF

(FIRST OF A SERIES.) 
NEW YORK, Sept. 9. 


HE New York City Housing Authority is 

preparing to be the landlord to half a 

million or more of the people of this city 
of fantastic superlatives. Its authorized pro- 
gram calls for apartments for 130,000 fam- 
ilies, on 100 to 130 sites scattered all over 
the five boroughs. 

It already has, largely in use but partly 
under construction, 57 establishments, with 
65,900 apartments, sheltering 240,000 popu- 
lation. These cost more than half a billion 
dollars, $553,093,000, to be exact. Most of 
this accomplishment has been carried out 
since World War II. The Korean war has 
not slowed the movement. 

When the need to meet the critical post- 
war housing shortage became apparent, New 
York moved with every tool at its command. 
Its Housing Authority program, supported 
by city and state as weli as federal aid, has 
been augmented by quasi-public undertak- 
ings and purely private ventures on a large 
scale. The need persists, as population 
swells and more and more sjum tenements 
decay, so the public program is being 
pressed forward. 

While the figures on the New York City 
Housing Authority as a landlord seem big 
and startling, they are not so huge in com- 
parison with the size of the city. In propor- 
tion to population, the combined actual and 
paper programs of the St. Louis Housing 
Authority are just as big for St. Louis. The 
latter contemplates about 14,000 apartments 
or row houses, which would accommodate 
perhaps 50,000 to 53,000 population. 

The difference is that New York has 
acted—in a big way—while St. Louis has 
moved with traditional slowness. 


In both cities the public programs are} 


aimed only at meeting the most urgent needs 
for families otherwise out of reach of decent 
housing. This is the field where private 
capital has been unwilling or unable to act, 
the field below the level of private profit. 
A stranger might expect to find the face of 
New York completely made over by so exten- 
sive an undertaking as the Housing Au- 
thority’s. This is not the case, however. 
The Authority has taken only about 900 acres 
so far and its entire program will use only 
2000 acres, which is scarcely more than one 


per cent of the city’s area. Many of its estab- 
lishments have replaced noisome slums. 


Housing Movement Alone 
Cannot Redeem Old Districts. 


Nevertheless, just as in every other big 
American city, including St. Louis, the hous- 
ing movement by itself can do only a frac- 
tion of the separate but related job of whole- 
sale redemption of wornout districts. 


Where the New York agency has built, 
the contrast is like day and night. Its 
structures have clean, simple lines and 
stand in open grounds, with reasonable 
ornamentation of trees, shrubbery and 
grass, even a few pieces of sculpture. Often 
the contrast lies before the eye—on one 
side of a street these modern apartments, 
on the other the ancient, reeking tenements 
and “cold water flats” of by-gone eras.

This will bring its currently ap- 
proved program to a total of 73 establish- 
ments, with 86,734 apartments and about 
320,000 population, costing about $829,000,000.

Incidentally, the New York City Housing 
Authority lists itself as the nation’s biggest | 
builder of residential housing. Its chairman 
is Thomas F. Farrell, who, five years ago, 
was deputy chief of the secret project that 
produced ,the atomic bomb. Its main office, 
in the former news room of the old New York 
World, resembles that of many a big private 
business in Manhattan. 

A few weeks ago Farrell signed the biggest 
public housing contract in the nation’s his- 
tory, providing for almost $100,000,000 for 
five establishments with an aggregate of 7728 
apartments, These are among the first proj- 
ects in the country under the 1949 Federal 
Housing Act. The first units are expected to 
be ready for occupancy by next summer. 

Robert 
Moses, the city’s Construction Co-ordinator, 
had this to say about it in a report last 
year on postwar improvements:

Such savings can amount to 
a pretty penny spread over 130,000 homes. 

There is ocular evidence also of the bene- 
ficial effect of the modern housing-on sur- 
rounding neighborhoods. At many places it 
has brought bright new stores and recrea- 
tion places into existence or caused the re- 
furbishment of old ones.

The no-cash-subsidy dwellings are set up 
on a rent scale designed to pay all costs. 
Advantages enjoyed by the Authority, com- 
pared to private builders, are these: Easier 
and cheaper site acquisition; guaranteed bonds 
with low interest and long payoff; limited 
taxes; big-scale operations, and no profit. 
In addition, an l1l-year-old state constitu- 
tional provision gives the city a special power 
to incur debt for housing, apart from the 
ordinary debt limitation. The city has made 
use of this power virtually to the last dollar. 

Two no-cash-subsidy establishments being 
erected now on the Manhattan bank of Har- 
lem river illustrate the ingenuity the Au- 
thority has used in finding sites. Colonial 
Park Houses has eight structures, for 984 
apartments, surprisingly well spaced on a 
tight little triangle .formed by the river, 
the Giants’ Polo Grounds and Coogan’s 
Bluff, the ridge that casts a shadow over 
late-afternoon innings in all good baseball 
stories.

Thousands of families have had to be 
shifted out of their old homes, in order 
to provide clear sites for the new housing: 
and for the big and still grqwing system of 
traffic freeways and for other public im- 
provements. New York didn’t decide the 
task was’too gigantic and give up. Instead, 
it devised various methods and used them 
all. The bold size of the improvement 
program in itself was a help, resulting in 
a steady turnover. The new housing has 
absorbed many of the old site occupants, 
once the program got rolling, and it has 
been proposed to liberalize the tenant 
eligibility rules so as to provide for even 
more of them. 


Just as contemplated in St. Louis, New 
York used vacant or nearly vacant sites 
where it could, to get started, and also put 
up projects a section at a time to minimize 
the relocation problem. For some phases of 
the improvement program hundreds of houses 
and even old apartments have been moved 
out of the way to new sites, acquired, if 
necessary, by condemnation of vacant lots. 
In some instances*the costly device of re- 
habilitating abandoned tenements was used. 
To a considerable extent site occupants were 
encouraged to get out and find new dwellings 
for themselves by paying them $300 to $500, 
cash, for moving. This was found inadequate 
compensation, so it was doubled Aug. 1. 


Other housing in considerable volume has 
been and is being provided here for both 
lower and upper ranges of the big middle- 
income bracket by a variety of means—in- 
vestment by insurance companies and sav- 
ings banks, limited-profit urban rehabilita- 
tion companies (such as contemplated in St. 
Louis), co-operatives and other groups. The 
list includes the CIO Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers, the AFL Electrical Workers, vet- 
erans’ groups and tenant-owners. 


The latest published compilation of post- 
war projects shows that this category covers 
25,303 dwellings, costing about $272,000,000, 
nearly all of which have been completed or 
started.

Mao: Kremlin’s 
Or Authentic 


China Stooge 
Revolutionary? 


History Must Answer Question, but Self-Made Chinese 
Communist Leader More Accustomed to Giving Orders 
Than Receiving Them—His Long and Often Lonely Path 
to Power Was Not the Orthodox Marxian Way. 


From the London Observer. 


ERSISTENT reports that Red China

Perhaps nothing ab 
and this particularly includes the head o 
Mao Tse-tung. 

Freely condemned in the West as a stooge 
of Russia, Mao does not have precisely this 
reputation among all of his Asiatic neigh- 
bors. Prime Minister Pandit Jawaharal 
Nehru of India recently was quoted as stat- 
ing: 

“There is no feeling by the people or the 
government of China of any kind of sub- 
jection to the Soviet. They won their revo- 
lution with no help from the Soviet. They 
are big and individual enough to stand on 
their own feet.” 

Events will spell out the truth or error of 
this appraisal. No man on the Chinese main- 
land will influence these events more than 
Mao Tse-tung. 


In the early years of this century, Mao was 
a peasant child in the remote province of 
Hunan, sullenly working in his father’s fields 
every day in the year. In that, he was no 
different from many other Chinese children. 

But he differed sharply in one respect: he 
rebelled against his own father, The father 
was a shrewd, hard, and acquisitive man, 
whose whole life was spent extending his 
holding, acre by acre. When he could em- 
ploy laborers he gave them an egg with their 
rice only once a month, and never meat. To 
his sons—Mao was to complain of this even 
40 years later—he never gave either meat or 
eggs, but sadistic beatings instead. Mao ran 
away when he was 10, was brought back and, 
at 13, threatened suicide. 

He saw the periodic famines of Hunan, 
The heads of rebellious peasants were dis- 
played on poles in his viliage. The poorer 
villagers raided his father’s rice store. Mao 
merged two feelings together: his intense 
hatred of his father and a fellow- ‘feeling with 
all poor rebels. 

His “Kulak” father was, nevertheless, 
ambitious for his son and, when he could 
afford it, sent him off te get a traditional 
Chinese education. Mao was 18 and at

genius, he went about the revolutionary 
business in another way. Starting in his 
native Hunan, he organized peasant unions, 
then told them to seize the land at once, 
without waiting for a general revolution; 
and he armed them with rifles for their 
defense. 

At the beginning he attempted to establish 
collective farms, but quickly saw that this 
was neither popular nor practical. His agra- 
rian policy has therefore been essentially 
that of the French Revolution, but with the 
Communist party superimposed as the politi- 
cal authority. This, of course, is not ortho- 
dox Communism, but it has enabled Mao to 
win all China. ° 

That is the central fact about Mao, that 
he is self-made—as a Communist and as a 
potentate. All the European Communist 
dictators (even Tito) were Moscow-trained; 

Mao was in Moscow for the first time in 

his life last winter when he came to nego- 

tiate with Stalin as an equal. 


The makers of the Russian Revolution, 
Lenin and Trotsky, went through their for- 
mative years in exile, and so did Mao's own 
chief lieutenants. His Prime Minister, Chou 
En-lai, became a Communist as a student in 
France, and his Army Commander, Chu-teh, 
acquired both his politics and his military 
craft in Germany. But Mao himself had 
never left China; he deliberately refused to 
do so when he had a chance as a -student 
in 1917. 


Joined Communist Party 
When Founded in China in 1921. 


He joined the Chinese Communist party 
at its foundation in 1921, when he was 28. 
During the revolutionary years from 1922 to 
1927, when’ the Chinese Communist party, 
guided by Russian advisers and allied with 


school when the Chinese Revolution of 
1911 broke out: he at once ran away from 
school and joined the fighting. 


When he returned to a student's life he 
formed and led a small band of youths dedi- 
cated to their country’s service. They hard- 
ened themselves by running across country, 
swimming in icy streams, and sleeping out 
of doors. They were serious, ravenously 
studied newspapers, and read Rousseau, John 
Stuart Mill, and Adam Smith. 

At 25, his studies finished and his head 
teeming with ideas, Map made his way to the 
capital, Peking. Here he got a job as an 
assistant at the National Library. He was 
paid almost nothing, but he could read what 
he liked, and it was here that he attained his 


Chiang Kai-shek’s Kuomintang, first came 
near to absolute power, he remained an or- 
ganizer of peasants in his native Hunan and 
the neighboring provinces.

He suffered severe reverses, anda for a time 
was a fugitive in South China, living like the 
sparrows. Then he performed a miracle: “he 
managed to build up a Communist adminis-

Discovered Karl Marx 
While Working in: Library. 


In the two years that he spent at the li- 
brary, 1918-20, Mao discovered the powerful 
teachings of Karl Marx. They had on him 
the effect that they have had on many other 
rebellious spirits, settling all the great ques- 
tions and conferring a sense of dynamic pur- 
pose. He ‘abandoned the excitements and 
futility of student politics, got married, and 
set out to have an effect on the great sprawl- 
ing world of Chinese life. 

The sullen peasant boy had found .. :self, 
and it was a formidable self that he had 
found. Through 30 years of physical dangers 
and hardships, endless toil, and extremes of 
fortune, Mao has never changed and never | 
wavered. He has become a man of authority. 
Also he has curiously come to resemble the | 
father he opposed. Shrewd, hard, and single- 
minded, he has extended his Communist cells 
and provinces like his father extended his 
meager farm, acre by acre, regardless of cost. 

All other Communist leaders, except 
Mao, were plotters and agitators until the | 
moment that they seized power. But be- |

underground party authorities in Canton and 
Shanghai repudiated him and dismissed him 
from all party offices he had held. But he 
went stubbornly on; and in the end it was 
the party leadership that reluctantly sur- 
rendered to his success. 

At this time, 1928, Mao was joined by 
Chu-teh, who was to become and remain his 
army commander. Together they managed 
to arm, clothe and feed their mountain guer- 
rillas, and gradually to extend their power 
out into the country. It took Chiang Kai-shek 
five years to defeat them. But he never 
caught them. Dragging their machinery with 
them, Mao led his followers on the fantastic 
Long March of 6000 miles right through 
in the northwest. There 
they re-formed and continued. 

Throughout these years, Mao was “giv- 
ing the peasants the land.” Wherever he 
was driven, he made agrarian revolutions. 
Chiang would follow and suppress the 
peasants with violence. Mao must have 
known that he was thus causing the death 
of thousands of peasants, but he also knew 
that he was spreading a wish among the 
peasants of all China that he should suc- 
ceed. 

Mao is not squeamish about death. Both 
sides in the 10 years’ Civil War (1927-37) 
killed freely. Mao himself lost his first wife 
at a Kuomintang strangling post, and his sec- 
ond wife fell a casualty on the Long March, 
This did not prevent him from offering a 
“United Front” to Chiang Kai-shek when the 
Japanese attacked. Nor did the forming of 


'.|this “United Front” prevent him from con- 


tinuing to extend the area of Communist 


4 | domination within China while the Japanese 
‘were supposedly the common enemy. 


How Gen. George Marshall failed to bring 
Mao and Chiang together, and how Mao, 
seeing his chance, conquered the whole of 
China is recent history. At 57 he has reached 
the summit of power. 

Although little is yet known of his regime, 
it is plainly different in origin from the Com- 
munist regimes of Eastern Europe. They are 
simply the results of Russian military con- 
quest; his victory came through civil war and 
revolution. 

Mao, even today, remains in tastes and 
manners a Hunanese peasant, plastering his 
food with the red pepper the Hunanese love 
and speaking the dialect of his province. He 
is, indeed, as Hunanese as Stalin is Georgian, 
and as Chinese as Stalin is Russian. Neither 
is the international type that the early 
Marxists envisaged in power; both are local 
bosses, who have worked their way up from 


| the country as organizers. 


How these two men will get on together, 
each with his vast empire and absolute powe 
er, cannot be foretold. It is at least clear 

that Mao has long been accustomed to mak- 
ing all his ns for himself.

Mark Twain’s First Typewriter 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


In the Sunday Post-Dispatch of Sept. 
3, you reprinted an item from The 
Christian Science Monitor, “The Type- 
writer and Tom Sawyer,” which is con- 
trary to fact. “Tom Sawyer” was not a 
typewritten manuscript. Mark Twain's 
memory played him false when he made 
— claim years after he wrote the 


The manuscript of “Tom Sawyer” 
was a holograph—entirely in the hand- 
writing of Mark Twain. Mark began 
writing the book as we now know it 


in either 1873 or 1874 and had finished ° 


it in early July, 1875. The original 
holograph, which is in the Riggs Me- 
morial Library at Georgetown Uni- 
versity, is the one used in-setting up 
the American edition of the book—the 
edition which the innumerable Amer- . 
ican reprints have followed. 

There was a second manuscript—a 
copy, which was prepared in the sum- 
mer of 1875 by one or two professional 
copyists, all handwritten. Twain sent 
this copy to his intimate friend, Wil- 
liam Dean Howells, to read and criti- 
cise, and Howells returned it to him in 
November of that year with various an- 
notations which Twain adopted.

This copy with Twain's additions and 
corrections was taken to England in 
1876 by Moncure D. Conway and was 
used for the British edition of the 
book. This edition yielded to contem- 
porary English usage as well as pru- 
dery, thus varying in many passages 
from the all-Missouri vernacular with 
which probably 100 per cent of the 
American reading public has been fa- 
miliar for some four generations. 

The aminuensis copy of the “Tom 
Sawyer” manuscript has only recently 
been acquired by the State of Missouri, 
at a fancy price considering its incon- 
sequential importance as a memorial to 
Twain or to the creation of the book, 
which is, perhaps, the most important 
American first edition in fiction. This 
manuscript can in no sense be consid- 
* ered an original—it is a copy. Only the 
preface (three pages), the conclusion 
(two pages), and about 12 other pages 
are in Twain’s handwriting. 

There was no previous periodical 
publication of “Tom Sawyer” but a 
short portion of the whitewashing scene 
was printed in the Philadelphia Sunday 
Republic, July 23, 1876, with slight 
changes. Even this choice bit was hand- 
written,

Although Tom Sawyer did not make 
his appearance as a;typewritten manu- 
script and thus become an important 
factor in the industrial revolution as 
The Christian Science Monitor opines, 
Mark Twain did buy a typewriter in 
December, 1874, when the “sinister 
machine” was new. 

Twain and his friend, Rev. Joseph 
Twichell, had seen the typewriter in 
operation during a visit to Boston and 
Twain was unable to resist owning one. 

He had his tribulations with it. It 
was far from being the perfect machine 
of today; the letters were all capitals, 
and one was never quite certain even 
of these. 

Twain, however, began with en- 
thusiasm and practiced faithfully. On 
the day of its arrival (Dec. 9, 1874) he 
wrote two letters that have survived, 
the first to his brother, the other to 
Howells in which he chaffed: “Blame 
my cats but this thing requires genius 
in order to work it just right.” Know- 
ing Mark, Howells wrote: “When you get 
tired of the machine send it to me.” 

+ * - 


Mark did get tired of the machine in 


no time at all; it was ruining his morals. 


He shortly offered it to Howells, who 
accepted it, but it did not find its way 
to the editor of the Atlantic Monthly 
for nearly a year. Meantime, Mark had 
refused to allow the manufacturers to 
advertise his ownership. “I don’t want 
people to know that I own this curios- 
ity-breeding little joker,” he wrote them. 
About three months after Howells 
agreed to take the machine off his 
hands, Mark traded it to his publisher, 
Elisha Bliss of the American Publishing 
Company, for a $12 saddle “worth $25.”

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Smearing the Senate

Secretary of the Interior Oscar Chapman is 
only the latest on a lengthening list who has 
issued such a challenge.

They were also reminiscent of the 
Lattimore affair—in which the charges really 
were aimed at Secretary of State Acheson. The 
supporting “evidence,” as in these two earlier 
cases, was of the flimsiest nature. Unlike Mc- 
Carthy, Senator Schoeppel now admits a degree 
of uncertainty about his accusations; but like 
McCarthy, he insists on calling witnesses for 
their further exploitation. 


We say again that a prudent guard against 
subversion is very much the business of Con- 
gress, especially in a time like the present. But

loyalty on the part of such a man certainly 
ought to be investigated and re-investigated be- 
fore being made the subject of political oratory. 
And it is difficult to view Senator Schoeppel’s 
speech as anything but political oratory. 


It fits too neatly into the strategy of certain 
Republican leaders who would defeat the Ad- 
ministration by smearing its members with the 
Red brush. But in this instance, both the Senate 
Republican Policy Committee and the Republi- 
can National Committee have disavowed the 
accusations. Even Senator Taft, who encouraged 
McCarthy, has washed his hands of Schoeppel.

Other Republicans, less concerned with pub- 
lic morals than with public reactions, seem to 
feel that Senator Schoeppel made a mistake in 
basing his speech on the work of an assistant 
from Ohio, instead of having hired a fellow 
Kansan. They even fear that Chapman’s spir- 
ited rejoinder has turned the Schoeppel attack 
into a fiasco which may cancel some of the 
“gains” scored by McCarthy. But if any Repub- 
licans wish to bid for blind votes in this way, 
that is on their conscience. 


The burden on the conscience of the Senate 
is the abuse of the immunity privilege. The 
value of that privilege, when legitimately em- 
ployed, is beyond question. Yet the evils which 
can flow from its abuse have become all too ap- 
parent. It is time for the Senate, which has 
the power of disciplining its members, to con- 
sider Whether it should not provide penalties 
for those who abuse senatorial immunity.

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Secretary Johnson’s Offense 

The urge to find a scapegoat is so strong that 
the Truman Administration can expect continu- 
ing pressure for the chopping off of heads. 
Defense Secretary Johnson now is the No. 1 
candidate. 

He has been under heavy attack on the 
charge that his economy policies prevented our 


“military forces from being adequately prepared 


There has been no 
evidence, however, that the indictment, if valid, 
properly runs against Secretary Johnson alone. 


In the budget-paring phase of our postwar 
military program, Secretary Johnson was carry- 
ing out policies which had the backing of the 
Administration as a whole. We cannot recall 
any great popular outcry against those policies 
at the time they were being carried out. 

If later events have proved past budgets inade- 
quate, the error in judgment was not Secretary 
Johnson’s alone, but was shared by President 
Truman, the Cabinet, Congress and the people. 

The more substantial charge against Secre- 
tary Johnson, in our opinion, is his ambitious 
attempt to usurp the policy-making functions of 
Secretary Acheson. He has been conducting an 
undisguised feud against the Department of 
State ever since he took office, and that opera- 
tion has frequently taken the form, as in the 
controversy over Formosa, of trying to under- 
mine policies fixed by the President on the 
basis of Secretary Acheson’s advice. 

A Secretary of Defense should concern him- 
self with defense. If he finds himself unable to 
go along with the foreign policy of the Adminis- 
tration he serves, his proper course is to resign.

The American Psychological Association has 
asked its members to shun employment at the 
University of California.

Missouri has taken a commendable step forward ° 


in its decision on admission of Negro students. 
It is a decision that does not go all the way 


will be followed in time by one that does go all 
the way, for segregation is an indefensible rule 
of prejudice. 

But it marks a decided advance. Negroes 
are to be admitted to the university at Colum- 


bia, and to the School of Mines and Metallurgy . 


at Rolla, when equal facilities are not available 
at Lincoln University. 

It is to be hoped that the Board of Curators 
intends to have this decision administered in a 
liberal manner. That the curators intend for 
it to be so administered is indicated by their 
declaration that Negro students who are ad- 
mitted shall be treated like any other student 
with respect to seating, admission to events, 
participation in student activities, dormitory 
arrangements, and jobs and scholarships. 

A narrow legalistic interpretation of the 
curators’. decision by the university administra- 
tion could go far toward nvullifying it. Perhaps 
the strongest test of good faith will come in 
deciding whether a given course at Lincoln is 
of equal quality. A Negro student denied admis- 
sion at the University of Missour? because a 
quite inferior course was available at Lincoln 
might feel with some justice that the curators’ 
gesture was a piece of pious hypocrisy—agd we 
hope no student will have octasion to feel so. 

_ The administration of the state university. has 
ample encouragement to enforce the liberalized 
rule with liberality. It has encouragement from 
the repeated requests of the students themselves 
for removal of racial bars. It has encourage- 
ment in the 100 to 8 vote by which the Mis- 
souri House passed a bill last year to end all 


racial inequalities in the university. This bill* 


was bottled up in the Senate by Emery W. 
Allison’s education committee, which only on 
the eve of adjournment reported out a bill for 
limited liberalization of the racial rule. 

Gradually, but we hope inevitably, Missouri 
is moving toward the democratic ideal of educa- 
tion for all its people. 


Less Than Half a Notch 
We are glad we don’t have to explain the 
Federal Reserve Board’s new restrictions on in- 
stallment buying to an austerity-ridden English- 
man, a low-wage Frenchman, or an impoverished 
peasant of Asia. 


To any working man anywhere except in the - 


United States, the idea of an American “tight- 
ening his belt” by paying af least 10 per cent 
down for furniture and 15 per cent down for a 
refrigerator or television set must seem like a 
joke. It would not strike him as austerity that 
an American after Sept. 18 will have to pay for 
his new automobile in 21 months. 

By any standard, the curbs on consumer credit 
are mild. They represent merely the first 
effort to take the bloom off the debt-financed 
consumer buying wave at a time when a greater 
proportion of our productive energies is going 
to be required for defense preparations. 


Since it will fake time to get the new defense 
production into full swing, these restrictions may 
be all that are needed just now.« But the de- 
fense outlays will themselves generate new pur- 
chasing power which will ultimately contribute 
to inflationary pressure. Since every American 
has a stake in keeping inflation under control, 
none can properly complain if a further tighten- 
ing up of consumer credit comes along later. 
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Short Week in City Hall 


The St. Louis Civil Service Commission is 
undertaking another survey of the possibility of 
putting municipal employes under its jurisdic- 
tion on a five-day week. We hope that it will 
find a way of doing so. 

The fact that the five-day week has become 
an almost universal standard was recognized by 
Mayor Kaufmann’s administration; but financial 


. problems prevented its “adoption at the time. 


The city is hardly in better shape now; and 
additional financial burdens are to be avoided, 
if humanly possible. 

But since the employes in question already 
are on a 38-hour, six-day week, it probably is 
possible to introduce a system of staggered days 
off. It has been suggested that most of the em- 
ployes might be given Saturday off. This, of 
course, is the only day on which some citizens 
can transact such business as they have at 
Twelfth and Market. But experience ought to 
show whether. Saturday’s business might not be 
handled by a reduced staff. 


The innovation, if introduced, ought not to 
add to the city’s burden or the citizen’s incon- 
venience. Still, it must be conceded that the 
short work-week offers more opportunities for 
morale-building relaxation when confined to 
five, instead of six days. With a little planning 
and good management, the City Hall should be 
able to take full advantage of it.

er free nations startled the Pentagon even 
more than the State Department. 

Professional soldiers well realized that 
the military power, prestige, and peace- 
keeping possibility of the alliance would 
be augmented more by what we did to 
gird ourselves than by the materiel giv- 
en Western Europe. They did not think 
we could transfuse’ vigor to our anemic 
partners if we remained indifferent to the 
state of our own blood cells. 

Accordingly, a modest build-up in Amer- 
ican field and air strength was proposed 
as the natural complement of the Euro- 
pean program. It was rejected, mainly for 
reasons of economy. 


We wasted two years of irretrievable op- 
portunity. In the mad rush to repair the 
dumage done to our own position by this 
lapse, there is more risk now that we 
will overlook the most vital points. 

The irregularities in the manner of ene- 
my attack which have baffled our troops 
in Korea are only a sample of the methods 
which we are likely to encounter on the 
grand scale further along. We do not 
ha*¥e anything even remotely resembling a 
doctrine on guerrilla warfare—either to 
wage it ourselves, support others who are 
waging it, or frustrate those who bring it 
agiinst us. 

Present events demand a change in the 
thinking of the United States Army. In 
our generation we have conducted war on 
a very comfortable basis; despite our Pear! 
Harbors arid Bataans, we have always had 
time, money, and supplies to burn. 

But what was good enough is no longer 
even good. The main problem is not one 
of tactics but of philosophy. 


To supplement our present standard di- 
vision—a first-class instrument—with light 
troops like the Ranger battalions and air- 
borne regiments of the Second World War 

is only the down payment. 

+s New requirements are being imposed on 
the whole military structure. Chief among 
them are that all soldiers must be trained 
and mentally conditioned for combat, that 
all installations must be provided with all- 
around protection, and that in building our 
rear structure we aim for movement rath- 
er than massiveness. 


Highly mobile advanced bases, more mo- 
bile’ field bases, ports which measure their 
capacities in the speed of the turn-around 
in both directions, maintenance crews 
which are as adept with a tommy gun as 
with a wrench, troops which live by the 
rule “When in doubt, hit out!”, junior 
leaders who command by winning the love 
of their men—these we must have. 

Average Americans can be lifted to this 
level of performance, given the inspiration 
of a truly enlightened training system and 
the backing of a nation which has made 
weight for the contest. There is nothing 
wrong with the American as a fighter; the 
trouble is that the best use is not always 
made of his natural power. 


Before the Korean war was two weeks 
old, the layman could see that those who 
control the purse strings—namely, Con- 
gress and the executive branch of the Gov- 
ernment—had grievously underestimated 
the influence and role of land fighting. 


The new weapons so badly needed when 
the Korean war began existed only in de- 
sign, or at the end of assembly lines in 
the arsenals, partly as a consequence of 
dollar-pinching and partly because of the 
vagueness of a foreign policy Which for 
over four years made it impossible for the 
military to figure out what it would be 
up against in the future. 


If the weapons situation was permitted 
to stagnate throughout this time, certainly 
it was not because of any fundamental un- 
soundness in prevailing doctrine. 


At the Command and General Staff Col- 
lege, at the Infantry School, and conspic- 
uously at the Ar- 
mored School 
throughout the post- 
war years, the line 
has been that in fu- 
ture war the United 
States would require 
a more mobile and 
heavier-weaponed in- 
fantry, and a better 
tank as the basis for 
an expanded ar- 
mored force.

Could Be Better Show. 

The Security Council has been 
a good show.

His suave, 
incisive manner, alternately cut- 
ting and humorous, has made him 


a favorite with American broad- | 


cast and telecast fans. 

Credit, too, must be given to 
Sir Gladwyn’s sparring partner, 
Jacob Malik, who presided over 
the Security Council during the 
month of August and played the 
heavy role of villain, as he still 
does. 

In the General Assembly, Malik 
will be out-Maliked by Soviet For- 
eign Minister Andrei Y. Vishinsky 
—that is, health permitting. Malik 
is a younger man and he enjoys 
splendid health. Though he com- 
plains he is a hollow shell of a 
man, he can out-sit and out-talk 
anyone in the U.N.. The elderly 
and ailing Vishinsky, on the other 
hand, is a brighter fellow. 

More Leeway for Vishinsky. 

As a young Bolshevik, no more 
than 44, Malik has to parrot the 
party line in monotonous, repeti- 
tious prose. Vishinsky, as a 
trusted old Bolshevik of the 4917 
revolution, can take a few liber- 
ties, within bounds. Once he even 
went so far as to attend a service 
in New York’s St. Patrick’s Cathe- 
dral. 
~ WVishinsky outranks Malik as a 
premium-grade villain, for Vishin- 
sky will be remembered as the 
merciless prosecutor who con- 
ducted the historic Moscow purge 
trials, and as the Kremlin hatchet 
man who showed up in the Balk- 
ans whenever a little country was 
about to be given the works in 
the interest of “people’s democ- 
racy.” 

Russia will not be the only 
county with a change of cast for 
the General Assembly. 

The United States delegation,

might have a ball of his own. 

“I think, on the whole, that 
it would be best for us, all 
eleven of us here, to have one 
football at a time—that is to 
say, let us have one resolution 
at a time.” 

The delegate from Egypt, 
Fawzi Bey, offered a parable 
about monkeys and statesmen. 
Referring to the plethora o 
resolutions, he said: ' 

“This reminds me of my 
school days when we were told 
of a certain family—I think it 
was Kipling who told us about 
it—called the Bandalogs.

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Defense Spending in Next Year 
May Exceed 40 Billion Dollars 


Estimates Jump Every Week Since Attack 
on Korea — Facts Being Faced That 
U.S. Is Threatened by General War.

OW much are we really going to spend for defense? For weeks 
H =. the National Security Council has been wrestling with 

this life-and-death issue. Much of thg spadework has been 
done by Ambassador-at-Large Philip Jessup and Air Force Secretary 
Thomas Finletter, who have been meeting almost daily with the 
other deputies of the NSC. As every week has passed since the 
attack on Korea, the estimates of defense spending have increased. 

At first it was thought that 18;to maintain an Air Force of just 
billion to 20 billion dollars would |Under 100 groups, and about 


eight billion for the strengthened 
avy. 

Haste Additionally Expensive 
The trouble is that these new 
forces must first be created—and 
with almost frantic haste. If the 
orderly increase in strength ad- 
vocated by James Forrestal had 
been undertaken, this could have 
been done without very great 
strain, but because of the deep 
cutbacks under the “economy” 
program, the process of creating 
new strength will be fantastically 
expensive. This is the basic rea- 
son why estimates of the initial 
costs have now soared up above 
40 billion dollars. 


To this huge figure must be 
added five billion to six billion 
dollars for European rearmament, 
and one billion to two billion 
dollars for a greatly expanded 
effort in the atomic and guided 
missiles field. 

Thus what is immediately in 
prospect is a defense effort vir- 
tually on a wartime scale, for 
two or three years. 

Provided there is no general 


| war, this would be followed by an 
indefinite period during which 
| 10 to 15 per cent of the gross 
‘national product would be devoted 
to defense. This is not a pleas- 
ant prospect, but it is a great deal 
better than another world war, 
and it is a great, great deal bet- 
ter than losing such a war if it 
comes.

That goes for all the 
types, the Georgian and Mongol, 
as well as the Russian himself.

acute to find any flaw in pro- 
cedure, quick to protest. 

“A thing we must remember 
is that here we Americans -are 
asking kids of 18 to do a job of 
diplomatic policing that we 
would ordinarily give to men of 
335.”

Facing the Facts at Last.

What has happened, of course, 
is simple. Gradually, the real 


facts of our situation have been 
faced—that general war in the 
near future has become, if not 
probable, exceedingly possible; 
and that for the first time in our 
history we could quite conceiva- 
bly lose a war. Facing these facts 
has, in turn, forced the planners 
to think, not about what we can 
comfortably afford, but about 
what we really need. 

There is now beginning to be 
fairly general agreement on what 
we reaily need. These needs may 
be itemized as follows: 

ARMY: Eighteen to 20 di- 
visions. It was at first intended 
to hold the Army to 14 divi- 
sions, but as the weeks since 
the Korean attack have passed 
the Europeans have been beg- 
ging more and more urgently 
for a real American commit- 
ment on the Continent—at least 
six divisions—with an Ameri- 
can supreme commander for 
the joint Atlantic Pact forces. 

No official decision has been 
taken, but this commitment will 
in the end almost certainly be 
made, simply because other- 
wise the Atlantic alliance will 
disintegrate. 

This commitment will require 
a total American standing army 
= at least 18 divisions, perhaps 
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AIR FORCE: Ninety to 105 
groups. Because of all the past 
emphasis.on a 70-group Air 
Force, it has been generally 
assumed that the 69-group Air 
Force currently authorized 
meets requirements. This is 
not the case. The fact is that 
the 70-group program has been 
rendered obsolete by events. 

For one thing, the Russians 
have begun stockpiling atomic 
bombs much sooner than ex- 
pected. For another, Soviet 
air defenses, crude when the 
Finletter report was written in 
1947, are: now certainly exceed- 
ingly formidable. It was to take 
care of just such unforeseen 
developments that the report 
called for a thorough review of 
the whole air program in Janu- 
ary 1950.

N RECENT years, Arnold 


] tovntee has been accorded 


the honors of a prophet, inso- 


far as they are available in a 
secular world. Judging by the 
sales of the condensed version 
of his “Study of History,” he 
has been widely read, indeed. 
Yet events seem to indicate 
that his ideas have had little 
impact on the times. 

In sweeping summary, his 
millions and millions of words 
add up to one long warning 
against war as the destroyer of 
civilization: This theme is 
succinctly and intensively dis- 
played in the nine excerpts now 
brought forward in another 
little Toynbee-made-easy-to- 
read volume. 

It would be unfair to say that 
Toynbee is a pacifist. He ad- 
mits that it was necessary for 
the democracies to take up 
arms against the threats of 
1914-1918 and 1939-1945. He 
also says that most pacifism is 
not an heroic opposition to war, 
but rather a somewhat craven 
attempt to escape its heavy bur- 
dens. He is more inclined to 
put his faith in “the alternative 
peace strategy of seeking to 
persuade and accustom Govern- 
ments to combine jointly in re-

Moloch who devours “an even 
larger share of the increasing 
fruits of Man’s industry and 
intelligence in the process of 
taking an ever larger toll of 
life and happiness.” Toynbee 
says that: “Like other evils, war 
has an insidious way of appear- 
ing not intolerable until it has 
secured such a_ stranglehold 
upon the lives of its addicts 
that they no longer have the 
power to escape from its grip 
when its deadliness has become 
‘manifest.”

HIS certainly ought to be

Toynbee’s attitude. What 
then is his alternative to the 
destruction of civilization? 
Which way lies hope? Here 
again the man is clear enough. 
His message is: Back to reli- 
gion; back to an international 
organization akin to the Christ- 
endom of the Hildébrandine 
Papacy. Men need strong re- 
ligious convictions. 

“Our modern Western Prin- 
ciple of Toleration has failed 
to bring salvation after all be- 
cause (as we must confess) 
there has been no health in it. 
The spirits that presided over 
its conception and birth were 
Disjllusionment, Apprehension 
and Cynicism, not Faith, Hope 
and Charity.”

“I dreamed, and behold I saw 
a man cloathed with rags, 
standing in a certain place, 
with his face from his own 
house, a book in his hand, and 
a great burden upon his back. 
I looked and saw him open the 
book and read therein; and as 
he read he wept and trembled; 
and, not being able longer to 
contain, he broke out with a 
lamentable cry saying ‘What 
shall I do’?”

him in good stead. He 
writes not as a partisan but as 
an informed observer, as his re- 
port of the election of Roose- 
velt and the coming of the New 
Deal shows. He dates the birth 
of that historic political move- 
ment long before the inaugura- 
tion in March, 1933. The date 
he chooses is Oct. 24, 1929, 
when “panic gripped the New 
York Stock Exchange” and 
nearly 13,000,000 s‘iares were 
sold “in the greatest debacle 
known in the financial history 
of the world.” 


Looking back on the Hundred 
Days, the English historian con- 
cludes that a final verdict on 
NRA probably will remain im- 
possible. He notes NRA’s manv 
handicaps and liabilities and 
the relief inside the New Deal 
as well as outside when it was 
declared unconstitutional. Yet 
he records that the labor pro- 


visions were salvaged in more 
effective legislation and that 
NRA itself “can be credited 
with breaking down the legal 
and political barriers to federal 
action in the field of child la- 
bor and wages and hours regu- 
lation.” 

Social security, farm relief, 
TVA, the third-term battle, the 
fourth campaign—the Brogan 
canvass includes all these and 
more. Perhaps as dramatic a 
chapter as he writes is that on 
the battle over the Supreme 
Court bill which Roosevelt lost 
in 1937. 

The New Deal leader had his 
setbacks on the international 
front, too, and Allan Nevins 
finds that one of these, un- 
known at the time, was at 
Yalta, in 1945. The editor of 
the new Chronicles volumes 
Bays: 

“It was Russian bad faith 
rather than Anglo-American 
generosity which ultimately 
made the Yalta agreements 
seem so unhappy. If Roosevelt 
could have foreseen that Japan 
would stand within a few days 
of defeat when Russia finally 
entered the Pacific war; if he 
could have foreseen that when 
victory was gained, Stalin and 
Molotov would revert to the 
surly suspicion toward all cap- 
italist and socialist states which 
had marked their pre-war at- 
titudes, he could have taken a 
different course.”

UT setbacks here and there 
Beers small in comparison 

with the great gain in the 
new American outlook on world 
affairs as skillfully sketched by 
Prof. Nevins in his. account of 
the founding of the United Na- 
tions, under the leadership of 
the United States. Here is the 
note on which the six new vol- 
umes of the Chronicles of 
America series leaves the story 
of our national life: 

“The United States, like the 
rest of the world, had thrown 
away a priceless opportunity 
after the First World War. By 
paying a terrible price in lives, 
money and the _ irremediable 
waste of its natural resources, 
it had lifted itself out of the 
depths of the ensuing perils. In 
doing so it had gained in wis- 
dom and maturity; and perhaps 
the best single element in the 
hopes of mankind for the fu- 
ture lay in the realism and 
sense of responsibility with 
which nearly 150,000,000 Amer- 
icans, so much the richest, 
strongest and best-schooled peo- 
ple on the planet, were at last 
facing their duties as citizens 
of what Wendell Willkie had 
called One World.” 

Each of these new volumes is 
illustrated with gravure pho- 
tographs; each contains a val- 
uable bibliographical essay and 
detailed index. 

The publisher, the editor and 
the individual contributors to 
the new Chronicles series are 
entitled to take pride in carry- 
ing forward a truly outstand- 
ing work of historical scholar- 
ship and interpretation.

Industry spokesmen said the 
plants produce about 75 per cent 
of the soda ash made in this 
country, but the Detroit and 
Baton Rouge plants of Solvay are 
said to be in partial production so 
the curtailment is put at 65 per 
cent. One producer estimated that 
35 per cent of the caustic soda 
supply and 30 per cent of the 
chlorine supply had been cut off. 
The glass industry has been one 
of the worst affected. 

Farm Bureau Warning. 

A shortage of glass bottles re- 
sulting from the strike brought a 
warning from the New York State 
Farm Bureau Federation that 
processing of tomatoes, grapes 
and apples is threatened. 

The federation said one New 
York tomato processor had less 
than a week’s supply of bottles, 
and unless more were forthcom- 
ing, tomatoes would be left to rot 
in the fields. 

Manufacturers of viscose rayon, 
which comprises about two-thirds 
of the nation’s rayon output, re- 
port they are on a. day-to-day 
basis on supplies of caustic soda. 
One large manufacturer said pro- 
duction would have to be cur- 
tailed within three weeks unless 
the strikes are settled.

GAIN IN SECURITY BENEFITS 
FOR WORLD WAR Il VETERANS . 


Larger social; security benefits 
have been authorized for veterans 
of World War II and their sur- 
vivors by new regulations which 
took effect Sept. 1, T. L. Gaukel, 
St. Louis manager of the Social 
Security Administration, pointed 
out yesterday, 

The most important change is 
that each veteran with 90 days or 
more of service between Sept. 16, 
1940, and July 24, 1947, will be 
given wage credits of $160 for 
each month of duty. The old law 
did not allow any wage credits 
for military service. 

The new regulations, unlike the 
temporary law passed in 1946, al- 
low social security benefits to be 
paid regardless of whether sur- 
vivors of veterans are receiving 
pensions from the Veterans Ade 
ministration. Gaukel urged the 
following persons to check with 
the Social Security office to see 
if they have larger payments coms 
ing: veterans in the age 
group; widows of World War II 
veterans with children under 18; 
or parents over 6§ years old who 
were dependent on veterans who 
= during the war or have died 
since.

The bureau's index of retail 
food prices stood at 206.4 Aug. 
28, down 1.5 per cent from the 
end of July, but still 1 per cent 
higher than when the Korean war 
began. 

The index is based on spot sur- 
veys in 13 major cities, and com- 
pares present prices with the 
1935-39 average. The 206.4 figure 
means over-all prices are now 
more than twice as high as they 
were during that base period.

This could 
have been a drab year, indeed, 
if the Cards had bogged down 
early. ... There was no sale of 
ticket books this year, but box 

' and reserved seats were sold 
for the season and as a result 
the club can be sure of more 
than 4000 for each remaining 
game. The club, therefore, will 
do all right for the owner on 
the season. The rub will come 
next spring when the old pen- 
nant fever will have to be re- 
vived, to make possible a heavy 
advance sale. 

There’s comfort in the situa- 
tion for young players in the 
Cardinal organization. ... The 
future depends on them now 
and they'll be treated with un- 
usual considération at spring 
training camps. .. . Bill Hower- 
ton and Hal Rice, who have had 
their disappointments, will 
have a new slant on spring 
baseball life. . . . They'll be 
prospective regulars. ... So 
many jobs are open that every 
rookie who gets a uniform from 
Butch Yatkeman will be in- 
spected carefully. 


And With the Losers’ 


Crop of Rumors Is Heavy. 
S IS always the case when 
A a ball club goes sour there 
are rumors of strife and 
dissension in the ranks of the 
Redbirds. . . . We don't believe 
those rumors. ... There always 
are unhappy players on any ball 
club and some of the Redbirds 
no doubt are not too contented. 
... They'd like to have played 
more games. ... Like the sub 
on the football team, who after 
graduation blasts the coach for 
playing favorites, the seldom- 
used baseball player does a lot 
of beefing. 

It’s easy to get evidence that 
seems to indicate dissension and 
discontent. . Engage any 
substitute in conversation and 
say, “Gee, Joe, I wish I could 
have seen you play regularly 
this year,” and ten to one he'll 
say, “And how about me? How 
do you think I felt all season, 
sitting on that so and so bench.” 
Then you can report to your 
friends that Joe, of the Card- 
inals, is unhappy; doesn’t think 
he got a fair shake. ... Lot 
of dissension on that club! 

We particularly can’t believe 
a story of unhappy bitterness 
attributed to one Cardinal 
pitcher, who was quoted as say- 
ing in the wash rooms that he 
wouldn’t want to be with the 
Cardinals next year, unless 
there were important changes. 
That pitcher is to be excused if 
he’s unhappy, because he hasn't 
had much of a year. But if 
there’s any sound criticism of 
his treatment it is that he was 
given too much of a chance, 
started again and again and 
again, year after year, even 
after failing to finish four, five 
or nine successive games. 

Something was missing on the 
club, somebody who could help 
pitchers with great talent to 
capitalize on their equipment, 
but we've gone into that before. 
And that situation, we are con- 
fident, will be corrected for the 
years of rebuilding ahead of the 
Redbirds.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (UP)— 
i President Truman today vetoed a 
two-section bill which would have 
imposed drastic anti-Communist 


requirements for obtaining—and 


keeping American citizenship. 
The first section, which Tru- 
man wanted, provided that the 


right to become a naturalized citi- 
zen should not be denied or 
abridged because of race. 

The second, which Truman did 
not want, would have revoked the 
citizenship of any person who, 
within five years after naturaliza- 
tion, joined any organization 
listed by the Attorney General as 
subversive. 

Truman said that section was 
so “vague and ill-defined” that it 
might weaken rather than 
strengthen the naturalization law. 

“The result might also be to 
jeopardize the basic rights of our 
naturalized citizens and other per- 
sons legitimately admitted to the 
United States,” he said. “In my 
judgment, it would be impossible 
to administer this act without cre- 
ating a twilight species of second 
class citizens, persons who could 
be deprived of citizenship on 
technical grounds, through their 
ignorance or lack of judgment.” 

The section that prompted the 
veto was sponsored by Senator 
Pat McCarran (Dem.), Nevada, 
who also is author of the catch-all 
Communist-control bill pending 


in the Senate. Truman has said 
he will veto this bill, too. Its Sen- 
ate backers assert its passage is 
assured.

HEN Halley Hamlin was a 
W high climber in a Sierra Ne- 

vada logging camp his imagi- 
nation was stirred by adventure 
stories of perilous deep sea treas- 
ure hunts. Now, almost 25 years 
and several small fortunes later, 
he is himself ready to hit ocean 
bottom. His expedition is being 
organized, of all plaees, in St. 
Louis. Its jackpot: Ancient Span- 
ish gold and jewels estimated. at 
$25,000,000 to $500,000,000, de- 
pending on the mood of the esgti- 
mator. 


Hamlin, a 40-year-old profes- 
sional inventor and virtuoso of 
many arts, applied modern sci- 
ence to Jules Verne. At a cost of 
$50,000 he designed and built a 
13-foot-long amphibious subma- 
rine that swims or crawls 1000 
feet below the surface of the sea 
and stays submerged with two 
men aboard for 32 hours. 


The Navy said it couldn’t be 
done, but Hamlin’s spooky-looking 
metal fish has been tested and 
found as fit as a porpoise. It is 
the trump card of what may be 
the best-equipped assault yet 
mounted on the hidden treasure 
legend of the Spanish Main. 


Will it prove to be the passkey 
to Davy Jones’s locker? Hamlin 
is convinced of it. Says he: “It’s 
just a matter of time—we can’t 
lose. If we don’t find it this sea- 
son I'll keep going back until we 
do.”’ 

When he ventures forth next 
December from his comfortable 
home at 2641 Sims avenue, Over- 
land, Hamlin will be on the trail 
of a fabulous hoard buried for 
more than 300 years. Shortly 
after 8 p.m. on the night of Oct. 
20, 1644, seven galleons of the 
King of Spain’s Plate Fleet were 
shipwrecked about 50 miles north 
of what is now the Dominican 
Republic. Aboard were 4290 men 
and “2400 tuns of silver besides 
an inestimable treasure of gold.” 
The rugged corral reefs of the 
Ambrogian Rocks, now known as 
Silver Shoals, were their undoing. 


The ocean bottom, as everybody 
knows, is supposed to be teeming 
with such treasures. This one is 
different, though. There are ap- 
parently authentic contemporary 
records of the sinkings and Ham- 
lin even owns an eyewitness ac- 
count of another hunt which in 
1687 dredged up parts of the 
hoard valued at 3,000,000 British 
pounds.

AMLIN’S eyewitness was one 

John Taylor, a captain’s clerk 

in the “Faulcon,” one of the 
guardships supervising the 1687 
salvage operations of Sir William 
Phipps. Capt. Phipps was knighted 
and later made Governor of Mas- 
sachusetts for cutting in the King 
of England on his loot. 


Taylor recounts the tragedy of 
the Ambrogian Rocks like this: 


About the middle of March,- 
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Lion, when it struck the reefs and 
could not be moved. 


Don Thomas fired one of his 
guns to warn the other ships. 
His captains, thinking their mas- 
ter had been attacked, sailed in 
his direction and smashed their 
tender hulls one by one. All 3430 
people aboard those six ships per- 
ished. Most of those aboard the 
Golden Lion tried to get away 
on rafts, out, being naturally 
greedy, overloaded them so with 
gold and jewels that they sank. 
Don Thomas and a small group 
made it as far as a place called 
Crooked island and starved to 
death there. The handful of com- 
moners who finally escaped could 
make no use of what they knew— 
the exact location of the treasure. 
One ancient Spaniard finally gave 
away the secret in an Algiers 
dungeon to a British fellow-slave 
who eventually gained his free- 
dom and set off the chase that 
continues today. 
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N due time, Sir William Phipps 
| ana his stalwarts appeared on 

the horizon. They searched all 
through 1684 and 1685 and on 
April 28, 1687, they were back 
again. Their divers scoured the 
sea through June ang found noth- 
ing. Disgusted, Sir William left 
for nearby land but left his 
brother John behind to carry on 
for 14 more days. 


“Captain William Phipps being 
gone to Porta Plata,” John Tay- 
lor’s account goes on, “his brother, 
Mr. John Phipps, according to 
his orders, daily searched on the 
bank for 12 days, but could dis- 
cover nothing. But (now mark 
the. strange chance of fortune), 
on the thirteenth of July, which 
was the last day of his orders to 
stay, as he had looked all day 
in vain and bid a farewell to it 
forever, he chanced to cast his eye 


on a beautiful sea flower in the : 


water, the which he commanded 
one of his divers to fetch up. So 
the diver jumped overboard and 
brought in the sea feather at the 
root of which stuck fast two rusty 


‘dollars, at the sight of which they 


were all amazed, and sent down 
two divers, who said there was 
the wreck for they saw two guns. 
So they presently dropped a 
grappling with a hoist thereon, 
and that night got in 800 weight 


of silver in pigs and about 2000 


dollars. So all their fears were 
changed to joy, almost past ex- 
pression. .. .” 

Halley Hamlin, the ingenious 
engineer who wants to pick up 
where Sir William left off, would 
seem pretty well qualified to fin- 
ish the job—if he can find it. 


Born in Fresno, Calif., during 
the time when Halley’s comet 
flashed across the sky (herice the 
first name), Hamlin did not go 
to ¢ i 
twenfies. 
he was 11 and the seven children 
in the family, then living on a 
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tremendous fir. He fell and died 
instantly. The boss asked Halley 
whether he would try high climb- 
ing at top pay—95 cents an hour. 


Halley helped take ‘the belt and . 


the boots with three-inch spurs 
off the dead man and went aloft. 


During his second season in 
the woods a colleague pulled the 
boy 170 feet up into a tree, and 
then the cable jumped. Halley 
plummeted earthward and landed 
with a broken back. The doctor 


_in the camp hospital laid him 


down on an ironing board and 
wrapped a plaster cast around it 
and the patient. Halley lay flat in 
it for nine months and kept busy 
by taking a correspondence course 
in the mechanics of radio. He 
also learned the Morse code. 


Sometime not too long after he 
could walk again the teen-ager 
became a Hollywood stunt man at 
$75 a day. He can’t quite recall 
when it was, but his brief acting 
career seems to fit ‘n somewhere 
before he joined the Marines. 
Anyway, this was the era before 
sound and trick photography.

IS knowledge of radio helped 
Hrim in the Marines. Soon he 

was running a radio school in 
Shanghai—as a buck private. 
When promotion would not come 
he got disgusted and shed the uni- 
form, just in time to reach Cali- 
fornia for the depression Christ- 
mas of 1930. He picked apples, 
sold radios, and finally bought a 
motorcycle and hired out as a rov- 


ing steeplejack. He painted flag- 


poles, smokestacks and anything 
else that was risky and paid well. 
One summer he and a brother had 
saved enough to start going to 
the University of California, but 
Halley never graduated. After 
about three years of formal en- 
gineering training he moved to 
Merced, opened a neon sign busi- 
ness, married (and shortly di- 
vorced) a cabaret singer, quit the 
town and went to work as a paint- 
ing foreman. 

By this time he was thoroughly 
fascinated with the swashbuckling 
yarns of treasure hunting he read 
in popular magazines. He talked 
about them one lunch hour with 
his fellow painters. All were 
agreed that treasures did exist 
and that a fellow might find one 


if he put his mind to it. Hamlin’ 


decided to do so. Knowing he 
would need a fat grubstake before 
going treasure hunting full time, 
he started out to amass operating 
capital in a rather characteristic 
way. 

Hearing that divers were 
needed to help build the Golden 
Gate Bridge in San Francisco Bay 
he applied for a job and bluffed 
his way to the bottom of the bay 
at $250 a day. Nine out of 20 
divers, Hamlin says, perished on 
the job. He stayed nine months 
and emerged weary but with $20,- 
000 in the bank. 

For some time he had been 
working in his spare time on 
plans for a shark-proof undersea 
prowling device. He built one 
with his diving money that could 
swim or crawl on tractor treads, 
just like the present ship. Only 
his first model measured 18 
inches in diameter and held just 
one man in a prone position. It 
did locate the steamer H. J. 
Cochran, sunk 25 years before 
in San Francisco Bay, but by the 
time divers began salvage under- 
water mud set in motion by the 
construction of nearby Treasure 
Island put an end to their efforts. 
Hamlin was broke again and all 
that remains of this initial adven- 
ture is a picture of the tiny sub 
published in Popular Mechanics 
Magazine. 

Next he boarded a bus for Gal- 
veston to meet Lieut. Harry E. 
Rieseberg, author of “I Dive For 
Treasure,” to plan another job. 
The job never came off, but in 
Oklahoma City a girl named Ana- 
bel Wagley from St. Louis got on 
the same bus and sat down next 
to Hamlin. Eventually they were 
married and they now have two 
youngsters, Dale, 12, and Joyce,

HE early years of their mar- 
T riage were lean. Back on the 

west coast, Halley returned to 
painting as a contractor. His firs 
project was the Broadway Tun- 
nel in Oakland.

jobs he had learned about car- 
bonated beverage dispensers and 
invented a valve that improved 
the process of mixing ingredients 
in the dispensing cups.

“In line with my customary 
luck,” he reports, “the outfit went 
bankrupt and I was stuck with 
debts of about $100,000." With 
about a dozen of his key men 
he hung on, however, improved 
the valve and made a new bever- 
age dispenser which is currently 
being manufactured for a leading 
soft drink outfit. From this and 
royalties of a few other odd in- 
ventions Hamlin pafd off his debts 
and now has an annual income 
of about $20,000, he says, which 
leaves him free, finally, to turn 
more or less permanently to 
treasure hunting. 


His new $50,000 submarine was 
built in a two-car garage of what 
was then his home at Cortland, 
N:Y. Last November,.Hamlin and 
a partner-mechanic took the mod- 
el on a truck'trailer to Marathon 
in the Florida Keys.

So, 
following a small underwater hunt 
in the Caribbean during wifich 
some fine antiquities were recov- 
ered, the engineer devised an elec- 
tronic device similar to a mine de- 
tector which will be mounted on 
the sub when it goes down for 
the Ambrogian treasure.

liam F. (Billy) Graham, most fa- 
mous evangelist in the land today, 
has a thick pompadour of tawny 
hair, gleaming teeth and an out- 
door complexion. A gray double- 
breasted alpaca suit, silk shirt 
and vivid four-in-hand tie give 
him a jaunty appearance. But 
his words are not jaunty. 

“The time is short,” he cries.

During six weeks in Portland, 
a city of 371,000 people, Billy 
Graham spoke to audiences total- 

632,000. His biggest crowd 
was 31,000 at a night rally “for 
ladies only.” That the bulk of 
his appeal may be to women 
is presumed by the fact that a 
meeting exclusively for men drew 
the substantial but much smaller 
crowd of 11,000. 

The greatest throng in Billy’s 
career the 50,000 who heard 
him on historic Boston Commons 
in April. He now takes for grant- 
ed audiences of 15,000 or more. 
Out of the half million who have 
heard Graham in Portland, ap- 
proximately 6000 repentant sin- 
ners have hit the legendary saw- 
dust trail in response to his ser- 
mons. 

Although he has only recently 
started on his evangelical mission, 
Billy Graham already claims to 
have addressed nearly as many 
souls as the celebrated Billy Sun- 
day, who was in the pulpit for 
many years.

EFORE an audience, Graham 

is dynamic, intense and even 

melodramatic. In private con- 
versation his mood changes. He 
is matter-of-fact, quiet avd even 
casual. He answers questions di- 
rectly, with no exhortations. Sev- 
eral of this city’s leading journal- 
ists interrogated him on a local 
“Meet the Press” radio show. 


Graham parried their verbal 
thrusts with vigor and shrewd- 
ness. Not once was he non- 
plussed by the most searching in- 
quiries into the basis of his Fun- 
damentalism. A sophisticated at- 
tendance at the Oregon Press 
club felt almost unanimously that 
Billy had come away with the 
honors.

modations at the tabernacle pro- 


vide for the press, and Graham’s 
publicity men challenged any esti- 
mate of attendance which they 
regarded as too meager. Gra- 
ham himself often tells revival 
audiences of the national head- 
lines they are creating by their 
faithful presence at his meetings. 

Graham hopes to begin a coast- 
to-coast radio program Nov. 5. 
Broadcasts would be weekly, with 
approximately $90,000 necessary 
for the eight or nine spots he 
desires. At one Portland meet- 
ing he shouted an appeal to 
help finance the radio project 
“with those funds you've got 
stored up for your old age.”

RAHAM was an evangelist in 
(J ine Youth for Christ moeve- 

ment when he first came to 
public attention. He credits the 
Hearst press with his original pro- 
motion in this respect. “I was 
speaking out vigorously against 
Communism and against juvenile 
delinquency,” he explains, “and 
this brought me favorable notice 
from Mr. Hearst himself.” 

One afternoon, when Graham 
stepped off a plane to address a 
Youth for Christ rally in Pitts- 
burgh in 1945, an International 
News Service (Hearst) reporter 
was at the airport for an ex- 
tended interview. It got feature 
treatment in Hearst newspapers 
all across the land. “Then,” adds 
Graham, “Mr. Hearst, at his own 
expense, sent an INS correspond- 
ent to Europe with us in 1946. 
The success of my meetings over 
there was fully described to the 
American people.” 

Although Graham admits to no 
political interests or commit- 
ments, his remarks occasionally 
follow a conservative pattern. He 
told a Portland congregation of 
18,000 that “there'll be no labor 
unions in heaven.”

OWN in parts of Shannon, 

Carter, Oregon and Ripley 

counties there is a vast tract 
of forest land filled with tall trees, 
high mountains, big chiggers and 
hollers as steep as a cow’s face 
called “The Irish Wilderness.” 

As this is being written the 
civic leaders of several towns 
down there, such as Thayer, Al- 
ton, Winona and Eminence are 
besieging their Congressmen, the 
Atomic Energy Commission and 
even President Truman to build 
the proposed new hydrogen bomb 
plant in the middle of it. 

Just why they want a hydrogen 
bomb plant, except that it comes 
under the general headings of 
progress and prosperity for all, 
isn’t very clear; but one thing 
does stand out. If it’s isolation 
the hydrogen bomb builders want, 
the Irish Wilderness is just about 
as isolated as you can get. 

It covers 328,000 acres of what 
is now officially known as Clark 
National Forest and _ consists 
roughly of 54 square miles. The 
only reason more people don’t get 
lost in it is that hardly anybody 
goes into it except people who 
know their way around. But back 
in the 1930s, when it harbored @# 
CCC camp, some 50 city boys got 
lost in it at one time or another. 

The first question everybody 
asks, says Lewis Lindley, who sells 
liquor, livestock and real estate 
in and around Thayer, and the 
instigator of the hydrogen bomb. 
plot, is how the place came to be 
called the Irish Wilderness. 

It got its name from a group 
of Irish immigrants, it is gener- 
ally agreed, who came to the sec- 
tion some 150 years ago. But 
where they came from and what 
became of them are facts which 
seem to have been lost in the 
mists of time. The facts, that is. 
There are several legends regard- 
ing their origin and ultimate fate. 
People down in the Wilderness 
country seem to pick the legend 
they like best and stick with it. 

One has it that the band of 
Irish, no one knows how many, 
were led into the region by a 
young Irish priest who built a 
small church and planned to start 
a town there. 

Another has it that.a railroad 
was started through the country 
and the Irish immigrants, re- 
cruited in the East, were brought 
out to work on the railroad. But 
the railroad was abandoned and 
its promoters went off and left 
the laborers stranded like a 
small-time show troupe. 

There are also different ver- 
sions of what befell them. Some 
say that the Cherokee Indians 
massacred them. Others say they 
were killed by a gang of des- 
peradoes called the Holt Gang, 
which hid out in the mountain 
fastness. But in view of the fact 
the Irish were poor laborers. 
there would seem little profit in 
them for a gang which special- 
ized in holding up banks and 
railroads.

S for water, the country is 
A sui of springs and rivers, in- 

cluding some of the biggest 
springs in the world, such as Big 
Spring, Mammoth Spring and 
Greer Spring. Current river and 
Eleven Points river are in the 
area also. There are three gas 
lines within 30 miles and an oil 
line within 10 miles. The main 
line of the Frisco Railroad goes 
along the north boundary, and the 
Missouri Pacific is within 30 miles’ 
of the south boundary. The facili- 
ties of several large power com- 
panies would be available, includ- 
ing the power from Norfork dam, 
recently completed, and _ Bull 
Shoals dam, near completion.

But they’re really 
sinks, a mile or so around. He 
just walks around in a circle, 
thinking he’s getting somewhere, 
when he ain't.” 

In time we came to the plateau 
in the center of the Wilderness 
and to Wilderness Post Office and 
general store. This edifice makes 
up the business district of the 
town of Wilderness which has 
been there since nobody knows 
when. 

The present postmaster is Clyde 
Simpson, whose father and grand- 
father before him lived in Wil- 
derness. Some of the citizens 
were lounging on the sagging, 
weather-beaten front porch, talk- 
ing in the sun. A horse was tied 
to a post. The post office is in 
one corner of the little store.

LYDE has been postmaster 
C since 1936. He’s heard all the 

stories about how the Irish 
Wilderness got its name, but 
doesn’t know which is right and, 
like most of the town’s few in- 
habitants, doesn’t care a great 
deal. 

Does he want an atomic energy 
plant? “I sure don’t know,” he 
assured us. “I don’t think I’d be 
afraid,” he said. “It’s just a ques- 
tion of whether we'd have to 
move out. It’s just a little place, 
but the people that lives here 
likes to live here just the same.” 


There are less than 100 fami- 
lies still living in the Wilderness, 
each of whom has a house and a 
few acres. We followed another 
trail just across the holler from 
Drop-in Pond, which got its name 
because it has steep banks and so 
far’ as anyone has ever deter- 
mined (Joe claims) no bottom, 
and cows slip down the steep 
banks, drop in and drown. 

It brought us to Barbara Walk- 
er’s place, which is a small farm 
surrounded on every side as far 
as the eye can see by trees and 
hills. When Barbara heard the 
jeep coming she came to the front 
door. “If yot’re huntin’ deer,” 
she joked, “they’ve been eating up 
my bean patch all morning. The 
darn things have even been play- 
ing around the yard with the 
dogs. Yesterday the kids come 
running and said, ‘Ma, the calves 
are out.’ We went out in the kaf- 
fir corn and it was them deer.” 

Barbara, 4 young widow, sup- 
ports five children of her own 
and five nieces and nep 
who have been orphaned. Her old- 


est boy is on the front lines in 
Korea. 


Barbara thinks a hydrogen 
plant would be a fine thing if it 
brings employment to the country 
—and the people will work. “This 
country’s never known anything 
but gravy and bread,” she said. 
“You mostly raise what you eat. 
You can’t hunt anymore, I used 
to get out and hunt deer for the 
table. So it might be a good 
thing for the country. Take peo- 
ple off relief—if they’ll get off.” 


Barbara waved goodby. “Don’t 
mind that stink,” she said. “We 
dipped hogs yesterday.” 


We went back by way of Powder 
Mill Bottom. Every trail, every 
tree and every hill and valley be- 
gins to look the same. “You sure 
you never got lost in here?” we 
asked Joe. He grinned. “Never,” 
he said, “but like the feller said, 
‘I was never exactly lost, but I 
was out there kind of turned 
around for nine days and nights’.” 

All the civic leaders in the 
towns around the Wilderness have 
not ‘the slightest doubt but what 
a bomb plant would be the great- 
est thing for the country since 
the railroad. The Wilderness 
people, on the other hand, 
don’t know. Some reckon it 
would be all right, others won- 
der. This country comes about 
as near to being primeval as any- 
thing you'll find nowadays, and 
after all it’s a far cry from wild 
deer in the kaffir corn to atomic . 
energy. It’s not an easy thing to 
grasp all at one time. 

We got back to the highway and 
sat under a shady tree at a filling 
station and washed the dust out 
of our throats with soda pop. 

“I was born in there,” said Joe, 
“as he looked off at the hilltops, 
and by the time I was 14 years 
old I knew it like the back of my 
hand.

NDIVIDUAL styles of six great 
J etchers, ranging chronologically 

from Rembrandt to Picasso and 
including Canaletto, Goya, Meryon 
and Whistler, are well repre- 
scauted in a new exhibition of 
about 60 prints that will remain 
on view through Oct. 15 at the 
City Art Museum. 

When Rembrandt started his 
phenomenal work with acid bath, 
needle and metal plate in the 
early part of the seventeenth 
century, artistic possibilities of 
the medium, which derived from 
the armorer’s shop, were virtually 
unexplored. His simple directness 
and feeling for potentialities of 
the plate are apparent in the pic- 
tures chosen for the current show 
by Miss Mary Powell, supervisor 
of education at the museum. 

Among the Rembrandts are the 
famcus “hundred-guilder print,” 
called “Christ Healing the Sick,” 
which sparkles with infinite con- 
ciasts of shade. Many of the Rem- 
brandt landscapes and portraits 
are pervaded with an air of 
mystery, full of velvety chiaros- 
curo, with much more suggested 
than is actually delineated. 

Though Whistler made his 
major contribution in etching and 
though the prints on view fairly 
represent his work, in proximity 
with Rembrandt’s they also show 
why the earlier artist is generally 
considered to have surpassed him. 
Whistler’s sensitive taste is always 
in evidence, but so are his self- 
conscious artyness and attenua- 
tion of form. Nuances of tone in 
his Thames river series, however, 
are remarkable.

“The Shuberts didn’t want any 
kid from the sticks,’”’ Goodman re- 
called, “but Al usually got his 
way in those days and I came. in 
to do ‘Sinbad.’ Al—the man was 
20 years ahead of his time—had a 
way of singing — that rocking 
rhythm—that needed a type of ac- 
companiment he couldn’t get 
from the orchestras of the day. He 
thought I could give it to him, 
and I guess I did. 

“But I almost drove Jake Shu- 
bert mad experimenting with a 
handful of instruments to get the 
right ‘Jolson sounds’ while the 
rest of the big orchestra in that 
magnificent winter -garden sat 
idle. He thought I was turning 
the place into a tank-town bur- 
lesque house, I guess.” 

Goodman soon became not only 
the Jolson conductor but the 
Shubert conductor at a time when 
the brothers were the most active 
producers on Broadway. It was 
nothing for Goodman to rehearse 
and open 10 or 12 musicals a sea- 
son, year after year, among them 
the famous “Blossom Time” and 
“Student Prince.” He’d open one 
show, turn the baton over to an 
assistant and start rehearsing 
another.

HETHER Anthony Blotta is 
creating a new collection,

friends, he does it with a 
flourish. This widely known New 
York designer of women’s clothes 
who was a visitor in St. Louis 
last week is as colorful in his 
interests and his conversation as 
the fashions he creates but to the 
casual observer he is an unassum- 
ing business man.

” Canasta

HEN the opponents have 

made their initial meld and 

already taken a fair-sized 
pack they have an advantage. If 
you are a good canasta general, 
you don’t engage opponents who 
have an advantage on even t 
Either you stall until you ca 
equalize the advantage, or you 
run as fast as you can and hope 
to fight another day. 

It is reasonably early in the 
deal. Both sides negded 120 and 
one opponent has just succeeded 
in making it by melding a joker 
with three kings and a deuce 


with two jacks, at the same time 
picking up a fair-sized pack that 
left him still with a full hand. 
Having made the initial meld, the 
pack is unfrozen for their side but 
it is still frozen for your side. So, 
another round having gone by 
since the initial meld was made, 
there are now a few cards in 
the pack and it would be nice if 
you could freeze it and equalize 
the situation again. 

Well, you can freeze it. You 
can throw a deuce and still have 
your joker. But if you do freeze 
it, you are accepting even terms 
in spite of the fact that the %p- 
ponents have already achieved a 
decided advantage. 
you freeze it, you will be further 
weakening your position, because 
discarding your deuce will leave 
your hand further from making 
the initial meld for your side. 

Under these circumstances, you 
don’t battle for the pack. You 
mark time. If your hand improves 
enough, or if your partner goes 


into action, the situation may be. 


equalized. Then you can think 
about freezing. Until then, how- 
ever, let the opponents have’ the 
pack if they can take it and keep 
/your own position. 

| Remember, every time you dis- 
card a wild card you are handing 
it to the opponents unless you are 
able to take the pack and get it 
back. 

Question: The preceding player 
has drawn two cards and faces the 
second one. The next player in- 
tends to take the pack, since he

discard: Does he have the right to 
decide whether the extra card 
shall remain at the top of the 
stack, or does this right now re- 
vert to the next player in turn?

The Korean war brought wai 


this sprawling operation, second 
longest ever organized in aerial 
military supply. It carries no 
catchy code name such as “Vit- 
tles,” “Beetle” or “Swarm-~.” It 
> aie simply as the Pacific air 


It starts from bases and depots 
scattered across the United States, 
then encompasses the Pacific. 
This busy base is the hub. 

More than 100 giant transport 
planes are constantly in the air, 
strung out across the Pacific. 
They are carrying high-priority 
troops and badly needed supplies 
to Tokyo for the Korean fighting. 

ers are bringing back 
wounded soldiers, dependents of 
service men sent into combat, cap- 
tured enemy weapons, combat 
films and damaged equipment. 

The Mi-itary Air Transport 
Service, the first working example 
of unificeti n at the lower levels, 
is organized to carry on the 
emergency air lift for an indefi- 
hite period. 

The flow of materiel bound for 
Korea starts at supply depots 
throughout. the country. Dis- 
patched to the Sacramento (Calif.) 
air materiel area, it is funneled 
through Fairfield-Suisun. 

From this base, supplies and 
men are carried over three 
routes, by both MATS and private 
airline planes. 

The shortest route follows the 
great circle. Leaving here, it 
heads for McChord field, near 
Tacoma, Wash., on to Anchorage, 
Alaska, then out across the Aleu- 
tian chain to Shemya, and finally 
to the airfields near Tokyo. The 
distance is 5688 miles. Flying 
time is 33 hours. 

Both military craft and commer- 
cial planes the northern route 
—with some of the fleet termin- 
ating at McChord field. However, 
the greater portion of the planes 
start from Fairfield-Suisun. Some 
fly a mid-Pacific route that car- 
ries them out to bases around 
Honolulu. Commercial planes go 
on to Wake island, then to Tokyo, 
taking them 6772 miles and 38

. ithe planes, even the plush com- 


mercial airliners, fully equipped 
for combat including helmets and 
rifles. : 

The men who head MATS are 
veterans of Air Transport Serv- 
ice. Brig. Gen. Henry C. Kristof- 
ferson arrived at Fairfield-Suisun 
on Aug. 22 to take over as com- 
mander of the West Coast trans- 
portation task force (provisional) 
of MATS. His job is to co-ordinate 
the air lift program on the West 
Coast. 


Until Aug. 16, Kristofferson was 
Pacific division operations manag- 
er of Pan American Airlines. 
While with the company, the Gen- 
eral flew several air lift flights. 

Within six days after his call 
to active duty, Gen. Kristofferson 
had flown to Washington, D. C., to 
confer with Maj. Gen. Laurence 
S. Kuter, commanding officer of 
MATS, and Brig. Gen. William 
Tunner, deputy commander in 
charge of operations, visited San 
Antonio, Tex., headquarters for 
the continental division of MATS, 
for a more detailed briefing and

A C-54 Skymaster starts out 
with 8000 pounds of cargo or 35 
passengers.

Stratofreighter with 21,000 
pounds of freight or 50 passen- 
gers. 


Each carries a crew of five: the 
pilot, co-pilot, navigator, radio 
operator and engineer. Of course, 
that swells a bit sometimes. 

When they land at Hawaii, they 
are under the jurisdiction and 
are the responsibility of MATS’s 
Pacific division—headed by R. 
Adm. William G. Tomlinson. 

MATS is a globe-circling out- 
fit. The Pacific and European 
divisions actually meet at Kha- 
ran, Saudi Arabia. 

The Army has a priority system 
for shipping—priority one, two, 
three, four, etc. Practically all 
the materiel and men aboard the 
airlift planes are priority one. 
But none are treated any better

NEW YORK, Sept. 9 (AP)— 
Leading educators said today that 
the United States must not repeat 
the World War II mistake of 
“plundering” teaching staffs in 
the present world crisis, and that 
“It is absolutely necessary to build 
school plants.” 

They spoke out as a record 
number of youngsters—29,748,000, 
or 922,000 more than last year, 
according to the Office of Educa- 
tion—flock back to elementary 
and high schools this month. 

College enrollments, the Office 
of Education said, will be about 


the same as 1949, with approxi- 
mately 2,500,000 starting school. 
G.I. registrations are expected to 
be down from last year, but this 
decrease will be offset by higher 
civilian enrollment as a result of 
the Korean situation. 

“In World War II, we consumed 
our seed corn,” said Finis E. 
Engleman, Connecticut Commis- 
sioner of Education and chairman 
of the National Education As- 
sociation’s commission on teacher 
— and professional stand- 

s 


Mistakes of World War II. 


“We neglected the education of | 
our children. We _ plundered | 
teaching staffs to produce ma- 
terials of war. We used youth in- 
discriminately to guarantee our 
immediate survival. These mis- 
takes must not be repeated.” 

Dr. Willard E. Givens, N.E.A. 
executive secretary, asserted ““The 
quality of instruction in the na- 
tion’s schools in the next few 
years may likely become the 
largest single determining factor 
in resolving the conflict of ideol- 
ogies. The schools must be made 
a stabilizing force ... in a world 
torn by conflicting philosophies.” 

It was Dr. Givens who said 
that with mounting school enroll- 
ments, it is “absolutely neces- 
sary” to build schools. Oscar R. 
Ewing, Federal Security Admin- 
istrator, under whose jurisdic- 
tion the Office of Education is 
conducted, recently declared 
that “over the next 10 years we 
shall have to spend a billion dol- 
lars a year to improve our edu¢ 
cation facilities.”

“If teachers’ present compen- 
sation is frozen there’ will be a 
vast exodus of skilled teachers 
into other occupations,” hée added. 

The present crisis comes when 
the nation’s teacher supply is 
still trying to recover from these 
staggering losses, W. Earl Arm- 
strong of the Office of Education 
pointed out. 

“Teacher-wise, the nation will 
be in relatively worse condition 
in September 1950 than in Sep- 
tember 1941,” he said. 

About 300,000 teachers left the 
profession between 1939 and 
1945. Of these, 60,000 retired: 
another 85,000 went into the | 
armed forces; the remainder, ap- | 
proximately 155,000, went into 
‘war-related work or into busi- 
ness. Few have returned to the 
teaching profession. | 


Birth Rate Ups Demand. 


The increased birth rate which 
began during World War II and 
has continued since already has 
increased the demand for teach- 
ers and will require many more 
within the next 10 years, said | 
Dr. Armstrong. |

ed,” he said, “that the public and | 
private elementary school will |

LOCATES QUAKES 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (AP)—| 
A group of men in a government | 
building in downtown Washing- | 
ton literally have their fingers on | 
the pulse of the world. They are | 
the headquarters staff of the 
United States Coast and Geodetic 
Survey’s world-wide “Information 


Network” for rapid location of | 


earthquakes. 


They get reports by fast com- | 


munication from widely-separated 
individual stations which report 
the quake’s distance from them, 
They plot these readings on a huge 
globe and get the actual location 
of the earthquake. 

An individual station can ace 
curatély plot a quake’s distance 
but can estimate only roughly its 
location. The plotting system, em- 


ploying “tri-lateration”’ methods, | 


is required for an accurate “fix.” 

The quake center is placed at 
the intersection of imaginary lines 
drawn from three or more sta- 
tions on the basis of their dis- 
tance measurements. 


Located Burma Quake. 


The network’s latest and proud- 
est achievement came in locating 
the earthquake in the extreme 
northern tip of Burma on Aug. 15. 

That earthquake occurred short- 
ly after 9 a.m. By 1 o’clock that 
afternoon, thanks to readings | 
made in Washington, at Harvard | 
University and stations at Sitka, 
Alaska, and Honolulu, the quake 
plotters had a pretty good idea 
that the location was “near the 
China-Burma border.” 

“By the following morning,” 
Capt. Elliott Roberts, supervisor 
of the network, told a reporter, 
“we had received and plotted 
readings from 57 stations, includ- 
ing 26 foreign ones. 

“The final result wasn’t more 
than 25 miles different from the 
approximate location we had cal- 
culated.” 

75 Stations in U. S. 


Co-operating are 75 stations in 
the United States, including about 
30 directly operated by the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, two in 
Alaska, one in Puerto Rico, one 
in Hawaii and about 30 in for- 
eign countries. Russia and its 
satellites make no reports.

How a Seismograph Works. 

All stations employ earthquake- 
recording instruments known as 
seismographs. Essentially a seis- | 
mograph consists of a rigidly 
fixed base, above which is poised 
a delicately balanced pendulum. A 
shock traveling through the earth 
can be registered on a recording 
device as the pendulum jiggles. 

Seismographs are extremely } 
sensitive. Time was when spiders 
or insects might get onto the 
mechanism and cause a “record- 
ing.” The rumble of a truck out- 
side the seismograph station might 
set the instrument off too. | 

But the newest instruments are | 
sealed against insects and are us- 
ually far enough away from come | 
mercial traffic to eliminate inter- | 
ference from that source. | 

Experts say that even if a seis-| 
mograph detects non-quake rum- | 
bles, they are readily disting-| 
uished. | 

Can Pick Up Atomic Blasts. | 

Seismographs can pick up cer- | 
tain atomic explosions. The first | 
A-bomb test in New Mexico was | 
faintly recorded at Pasadena, | 
Calif., 675 miles away. The New | 
Mexico bomb was exploded about 
100 feet above the and | 
tore a large crater in earth. 

The underwater burst at Bikini | 
was picked up on the west coast | 
of the United States—5000 miles | 
away. | 

The Atomic Energy Commis- | 
sion has estimated that if an A-/ 
bomb of the Hiroshima type were |

STANDARD ARMS 


Bulk of Equipment to Be 
American or U.S.- 
Type, With Much of It 
Being Made in Europe.

By CLARKE BEACH 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (AP)— 
Most of the military equipment 
of the North Atlantic treaty na- 


tions will be conipletely standard- 


ized within a few years, because 
more than half of what they have 


will be either American or Amer- 
ican-type, made in Europe. 


This estimate was given pri- 
vately by a high-ranking officer | posed 
in the upper echelons of the mili- 


tary aid program. 

Standardization is one of the 
prime aims of the military lead- 
ers who are trying to weld to- 
gether the North Atlantic nations 
into a fighting force. 

Long-Range Goal. 

The final objective is to equip 
all the Western Allies with the 
Same weapons and materiel, but 
this is a very long-range program. 
It couldn’t be done immediately 
without seriously curtailing arms 


production while the nations con«

Standardization 
involves other vastly complex 
problems. 

The Western nations must de- 
cide which tanks, which rifles, 
which artillery are best. Such 
tests require years. 

Then the internal economy of 
the nations must be considered 
~ the matter of patents and 

problems as abandoning the 
ted niques, the machinery and 
highly developed know-how of 
well-established manufacturers. 

Imagine the problems that 
would be involved if it should be 
decided that the M-1 rifle now 
standard in the United States 
forces were dropped in favor of 
a European rifle. It took years to 
perfect the M-1, and now its man- 
ufacture is a big industrial enter- 
rise. 

Standardization of arms and 
equipment even among the so- 
called unified armed forces of 


the United States is still far from | 


accomplished. 
No Agreements Yet. 

So far, the Western mations 
have not agreed on any types— 
rifle, tank or machine gun, as 
standard for all. Many agreements 
are being considered, however, 
and officials expect some to be 
announced shortly. 

The main progress so far has 


“been in the field of specifications. 


These agreements are considered 
extremely important by the mil- 
itary men. 

The United States, Britain and 
Canada have agreed on standard 
ecrew threads. Since most movable 
metal parts are put together by 
screws, this means that billions of 
metal items can be made inter- 
changeable among the three na-| 


tions.

$7 to $20 More for Building C.B.S, Adapters 
in all Devices Offset by Other Advan- 
tages, Commission Says. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 9 (AP)—The 
Federal Government in its wres- 
tling with the problem of color 
television has chosen a course 
that will cost future set owners 
millions of dollars in higher 
prices. 

The amount may run from $7 
to $20 a set, or $42,000,000 to 
$120,000,000 more a year just for 
black and white sets. 

The Federal Communications 
Commission in its color announce- 
ment a week ago strongly fa- 
vored the Columbia Broadcasting 
System’s color method. It told set 
manufacturers it would hold the 
door open for further considera- 
tion of the color systems pro- 
by Radio Corp. of Amer- 
ica, Color Television, Inc., and 
others only on one condition— 
that is that the manufacturers 
start equipping their sets so they 
will receive black and white 
images from color telecasts under 
the 405-line C.B.S. system, as 
well as from present 525-line 
black and white telecasts. 

Other Results of Decision. 

Besides the higher costs for 
future black and white sets, the 
commission’s color policy also 
means: 

1. The commission is prepared 
to write off the present 7,000,000 
sets in use, so far as receiving 
black and white versions of color 
telecasts is concerned, unless the 
owners want to pay the cost of 
having their sets adapted. Some 
industry observers estimate that 
would run at least $40 to $60 a 
set, or $280,000,000 to $420,000,- 
000 if everyone had his set adapt- 
ed. But C.B.S. has estimated it 


which would figure out to be- 
tween $105,000,000 and $175,000,- 
000. With the R.C.A. and C.T.I. 
systems, present set owners would 
not have to spend anything on 
their sets to. get color telecasts 
in black and white. 

2. Color television itself still is 
quite a way off for the general 
public. Estimates of manufactur- 
ers range from one to three years, 
from the time the FCC hands 
down a final decision, before color 
| Sets appear on the market in siz- 
‘able quantities. The Korean crisis 
land defense program will make 
| any changeover to color all the 
more difficult. 

Extra Cost Said to Be Offset. 

_ The commission apparently has 
decided the extra cost of building 
sets adapted to receive black and 


white images from C.B.S. color is 


more than*offset by the advan- 
tages it feels are offered by the 


C.B.S. color system over compet- 


ing systems. 

The cost of making future black 
and white sets conform to FCC 
specifications has not been esti- 
mated officially, but rough esti- 
mates can be made from testi- 
mony given during the recent 
FCC hearings on color in Wash- 
ington. Estimates of built-in 
adapters with manual switches 
ran from $7 to $10 and automatic 
adapters around $20 a set. These 
would be to enable the sets to 
get black and white pictures from 
iC. B.S. color telecasts—converters 
to bring in color pictures would

The Western powers also have 
agreed on standard communica- 
tion procedures. Their dots, dashes 
and messages over the air and 
wires will be in a universal lan- 
guage, like S O S, the internation- 
al distress signal. 

Some countries have made ad- 
justments in their engines so that 
they can use American types of 
fuels and lubricants. 

It is hoped that the next step 
will be standardization of radio 
tubes and telephone batteries. 

Western European nations are 
now beginning to manufacture 
spare parts for United States arms 
and motor transport equipment. 


With production now running 
at 6,000,000 sets a year or better, 
it would cost, then, a minimum of 
$42,000,000 a year for equipping 
sets with manually operated 
adapters and $120,000,000 a year 
for automatic adapters. This is 
aside from the expense to the 
present 7,000,000 set owners of 
adapting their sets for black and 
white images from C.B.S. tele- 
casts. 

Neither of the other two color 
systems formally considered by 
the commission—those of Radio 
Corp. of America and Color Tele- 
vision, Inc.—would enable present 
sets to receive color images with- 
out converters. However, they are 
compatible. That is, both would 
enable present sets, without any 
changes whatever, to get black 
and white:images from their color 
telecasts — and enable a station 
broadcasting in color to reach all 
sets, although only color sets

would cost only $15 to $25 a set, | 


would get color images. If C.B.S. 
color were adopted—and the FCC 
indicates strongly that it will be 
—a station broadcasting in color 
could reach only color sets or 
those that had been adapted. to 
get black and white images from 
color telecasts. 
Other Advantages Stressed. 


The commission in its recent 
pronouncement said that although 
compatibility was desirable, it was 
not the controlling factor in 
choosing a color television system. 
It held that other advantages of 
the C.B.S. system more than out- 
weighed the lack of compatibility. 

The FCC said that based on the 
present production rate, once pro- 
duction starts on sets incorporat- 
ing the C.B.S. standards the 
number of incompatible sets 
would be diluted very rapidly. 
Within one year, it said, 40 per 
cent of the sets in the hands of 
the public would be capable of | 


any change whatsoever, they will 
have been built that way.” 

The commission declared: “It 
would not be fn the public interest 
to deprive 40,000,000 American 
families of color television in 
‘order to spare the owners of 7,- 
000,000 sets the expense required 
for adaptation.” 

The commission praises the 
color fidelity of the C.B.S. system 
as achieved with a spinning color 
disk in front of the viewing tube, 
synchronized with a similar color 
wheel in front of the camera. 

But the C.B.S. color disk is 
practical only for viewing tubes 
‘up to 12% inches in diameter, and 
sizes that’ small have become 
|practically obsolete. More than 
90 per cent of sets now being 
produced have screens 14 inches 
or more across. 


C.B.S. officials say, however, 
their system will work on a tri- 
color direct view tube of a type 
proposed by several manufac- 
turers, including R.C.A., which 
has demonstrated one of its own. 
So far, there has been no public 
demonstration of the C.B.S. sys- 
tem with such a tube. The C.B:S. 
system also will work with a pro- 
jection type set which throws its

No small tribute is due the 
Federal Housing Administration, 
or the FHA, as it is familiarly 
known to millions of new home- 
owners in America. Guarantee- 
ing the loans made by private 
lenders, the FHA which is a priv- 
ate mortage insurance corpora- 
tion, has helped make possible 
the most liberal of terms of pay- 
ments, so that today, in many 
cases, monthly payments on a 
new home are less than on a new 
automobile, even in the low- 
priced class. 


St. Louisans are particularly 
fortunate, during this period of 
boom activity in home building. 
Because trade authorities are 
unanimous in declaring, “The 
home-buyer in St. Louis gets 
more for his money than he does 
elsewhere.” Independent news- 
paper critics of the housing pic- 
ture have Been amazed at the 
value, dollar for dollar, offered 
to the prospective home owner in 
the metropolitan St. Louis area. 

Late last month, this impres- 
sion was borne out by Carl G. 
Lans, technical director of the 
National Association of Home 
Builders, former FHA architect 
at the Washington level, and also 
active in the American Institute 
of Architects. Visiting subdivi- 
sions which are participating in 
the “1950 Festival of Homes,” 
Lans .stated, “These are excep- 
tional values for the buyers.” He 
went on to say that he didn’t be- 
lieve the average St. Louis home 


‘he saw could be duplicated at the 


price in other cities. 
Questioned as to what he 


in the lower prices asked for 
homes here, Lans replied that it 
seemed apparent to him that the 
“Bildors” here, were making more 
advantageous use of their ma- 
terials, scheduling their work 
more intelligently, and taking ad- 
vantage of such practices as on- 
site pre-assembling, and other 
efficient methods of operations. 

‘The Washington architect ex- 
pressed himself as being the more 
amazed at the low prices for high 
quality homes in St. Louis be- 
cause this is one of the high cost 
building areas of the nation—an 
area where material and labor 
costs are much higher than the 
national averages. 

The visiting expert took ex- 
tensive notes while inspecting 
new home-sites in St. Louis, and 
photographed typical offerings, 
with a view to incorporating the 
information gathered here, in his 
technical articles for the home- 
building magazine, “The Corre- 
lator,” and in his articles for the 
building trades journals. 

Another aspect worthy of note 
is that America has more home- 
owners than any other country in 
the world. Whereas 15 or even 10 
years ago, less than 40 per cent of 
the occupants of single family 
dwellings owned them, now the 
percentage of ownership is well 
over 60 per cent. 3 

Earl Bumiller, president of the 
Home Builders Association of 
Greater St. Louis, has more than 
once emphasized that one of the 
satisfactioins of being a home.

Modern home building is an on- 
site assembly job where master 
craftsmen work shoulder to shoul- 
der to produce shelter and com- 
fort which will endure for years 
to come, according to Frank B. J. 
Darr, head of the firm of Frank 
B. J. Darr & Son. 

“In a home such as we are 
showing in the current Home Fes- 
tival,” he said, every step from 
the first shovel of dirt to turning 
over the key to the buyer must 
be carefully thought out and then 
executed by skilled workmen. 
Many hours of planning are neces- 
sary and men of various crafts 
must work with precision and 
deftness often associated with 
sportsmen on the playing field. 

“Our first job in building a 
home is to find a site to develop. 
We build our homes within the 
market value of those in the vi- 
cinity, but try to keep them cur- 
rent and appealing. 

“We then purchase the neces- 
sary materials and sign contracts 
with the individual contractors. In 
general building practice most 
builders hire their own crew of 
carpenters and laborers and let 
contracts on plumbing, electrical 
work, plastering, heating and 
sheet metal, cement finishing, 
hardwood flooring and tile work 
—all of which are_ specialized 
fields. 

“After the site is surveyed and 
an excavating contractor has done 
the necessary ground work, we 
make our sewer tap and pour 
footings. The sewer is brought 
into the foundation to drain off 
rain water. 

“As we build most of our 
homes with full basements, next 
we erect forms for concrete. This

equipment is specially designed 
for efficient assembly, removal 
and storage. 

“The outside forms are_ set 
first. We the insert snap ties, 
or spreaders, which keep the 
inner and outer forms evenly 
spaced, and upon them we set 
the reinforcing rods that run 
throughout the foundation. All 
rods are bent around corners, 
overlap at the end of sections, 
and are fastened together with 
form wire. Finally, we set up 
the inner form, fasten the snap 
ties, brace the forms and pour 
the concrete. 


“After the pasement was com- 
pleted for our Festival display 
home, carpenters set the 2 ~by 
10-foot floor joists on the founda- 
tion, nailed the sub floor on 
diagonally, set forms for exterior 
wall heating ducts, and placed 
frames for exterior doors. 

“We prefer a form of brick 
construction known as_ the 
“furred wall,” and used it in our 
display home. This construction, 
considering the wall from the 
outside, consists of the brick ma- 
sonry, a dead air space of ap- 
proximately two inches, a new 
type of insulating lath and then 
plaster. The dead air space is 
achieved by erecting vertical two 
by two uprights from ceiling to 
floor every 16 inches on the out- 
side walls and nailing the insu- 
lating lath over these furring 
strips, or uprights. 

“This type of construction 
tends to transmit heat less and 
is drier. We believe it combines 
the most desirable features of 
brick and frame construction, yet 
does away with the undesirable 
ones. Frame homes are known to 
be warmer in the winter and 
cooler in the summer than brick 
because ceramics have a tendency 
to conduct heat. Frame, or stud- 
wall construction, while it does 
have the insulating advantage of 
dead air space, imposes a main- 
tenance problem and fire hazard. 

“When the bricklayers reached 
story height, carpenters installed 


setter did his work in the kitchen 
and bath and set the tile hearth 
for the fireplace. Plumbing fix- 
tures were installed, doors and 
kitchen cabinets hung, trim 
nailed, electrical fixtures placed, 
insulation blown in over the ceil-

“Average construction time of 
brick homes now is running about 
five months. In some cases this 
time is bettered as much as six 
weeks but with building activi-

Those who purchase real estate, and those who make loans on real estate, in the St. Louis area, are accus- 
tomed to use one of two kinds of title evidence. The first is the certificate of title and the other the 
policy of title insurance. As questions are frequently asked concerning the measure of security afforded 
by each of these two types of title document, it may be well to distinguish between them and to show 
how far the protection provided by each extends. 


CERTIFICATES: 


A certificate of title pretects its holder only against 
unexcepted encumbrances and defects shown of record, 
and not against any encumbrances or defects of title 
that ere not shown of record. There are many encum- 
brances and defects which; though not discernible of 
record, will affect the title even of an innocent purchaser 


or lender for value. 


A certificate of title protects ts holder for enly five 
years after the date of the certificate, and this even 
though the omitted encumbrance or defect is mot dis- 
covered until after the five year period has elapsed. 


A certificate of title protects only the persen ‘ordering 
and paying for 14, and net any ether person relying on 


its statements. 


A certificate of title protects only as te the peried 
covered by the lest extension where it is a continuation 
of a previous certificate. | 


A eortificate of title protects only against actual loss 
because of omitted encumbrances er defects which are 
established, and not egeinst expenses incurred in de- 
fending the title against alleged encumbrances or de- 
fects which are defeated, |

New houses cost less today, in 
relation to earnings and income 
than ever before, according to the 
National Association of Home 
Builders. 

The $5000 house of 1940 now 
costs $9950, according to the 
Boeckh index used by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, which shows 
a 99 per cent increase in resi- 
— construction costs since 
1940. 

But the $9950 house is much 
more easily afforded. 

In 1940, the manufacturing 
worker earned $25.20 a week, ac- 
cording to the BLS. It took him 
238 work weeks to buy the $5000 
house. 

In 1950, more than 11,000,000 
manufacturing workers earn an 
average of $56.20 a week. It 
takes them only 177 work weeks 
to buy the $9950 house.

cent by 1930 from 40 per cent in 
the 1920's. 

Even during the depression of 
the ’30s, the number of homes 
owned by non-farm families con- 
tinued to rise, but League statis- 
tics disclosed that in this one 
decade, the home ownership move- 
ment failed to keep pace with 


the growing population of the na- | 


tion. 

“By 1940, approximately 11,437,- 
000 non-farm families owned 
homes, but this was only about 
41 per cent of the total number 
eligible, as compared with 46 
per cent in 1930,” the League 
asserted. 

The most phenomenal growth 
came in the ten years just past. 
“A resurgence began near the 
close of 1939,” said the League, 
“and within the next decade, the 
number of home-owning families 
in our urban centers had in- 
creased a net total of nearly 6,- 
000,000.” 

In substantiating its claim that 
home ownership is within the 
means of a high percentage of 
non-farm tenant families, the 
League pointed to recent Census 
Bureau data which showed only a 
13 per cent difference between 
the average income of these fam- 
ilies and those owning homes. 

“If the experience and ability

Home Ownership’. 
Stabilizes Life,’ 
64 Judges Reply 


Home ownership means a more 
stable life for American families, 
64 judges reported in their an-: 
swers to a recent survey conduct- 
ed by the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards. 

The overwhelming majority 
said that divorces, family break- 
ups, and juvenile delinquents 
were found in a “less than av- 
erage” number of cases where 
families owned their homes as 
compared with those who rented. 

Regarding glivorce, 91 per cent 
of the judges surveyed said they 
had observed fewer divorces 


among couples who own their 
homes. In 89 per cent of the re- 
plies, the judges said that fami- 
ly break-ups, other than by death 
or divorce, are fewer than av* 
erage where the family owns a 
home. In the third category, 89 
per cent of the courts noted that 
there are fewer cases of juvenile 
delinquency among children be- 
ing reared in homes owned by 
their families. 

General opinion of the reply- 
ing judges seemed to be that 
home-owning families tend to be 
more stable. However, a num- 
ber of them also pointed out that 
it requires some stability in the 
first place to acquire a home.

te LARK the first soldier of the pushbutton 

war, then? Sounds like it—but the Navy still 
says “no”! And, the Navy's missilemen add, 
you can’t expect to see Larks rising in the 
fields right outside your city in the next week 
or two, or even for many months. 

You may never see them. That’s because the 
Lark works—but not perfectly. Like any new 
electronic device it must be tested and re- 
tested. That’s what her makers, The Fairchild 
Engine and Aviation Corp., are doing now. 

And just as many prototype designs of air- 
planes never reach production, the present 
Lark may never go beyond the “test vehicle” 


stage. Designers may take some of her best 
features, combine them with new ideas, and 
make an entirely new weapon —a chick far 
more powerful than its Lark mother. 

There’s an even more exciting reason why 
you may never see a Lark in action. Already 
the services have other ground-to-air “birds” 
which in some respects excel the Lark! 

Which ones? They aren’t saying. And when 
you ask about the “Loon,” launched from sub- 
marines, or the Army’s devasting “Loki,” all 
you get is polite evasions. But behind the eva- 
sions lies real promise that we’re on the verge 
of getting real results out of the hundreds of 
millions of dollars our government has poured 
into guided missile research. And more than 
that, we’re getting the answer to that threat 
of a sneak bombing raid. 


What an Atom Bomber Faces 


H™ WOULD the Lark (or its brood) be used 
to protect our cities? 

You can’t get a complete answer from the 
Pentagon on this, either, partly because we 
don’t yet have all the ships, planes and cer- 
tainly the missiles that we hope to have. 

But against the day when much-needed 
equipment is on hand, it’s possible to tell from 
published sources how we'd defend ourselves 
against air attack. The pattern is this: 

@ Far off our coasts would range radar patrol 
planes like the Navy’s new Martin Mercator. 
These, plus ships at sea, and radar monitors in 
remote land areas, would give first warning of 
approaching planes. 

@ All-weather fighters, flying at extreme

from our frontiers. 

@ For enemy aircraft that sneak through this 
hedge, there'll be waiting nearer our shores 
the full weight of U. S. jet interceptors. They'll 
comprise our heaviest defenses, and in normal 
circumstances should knock out all but a final, 
tough residue of enemy bombers. But what 
would then stand between these last survivors 
and their target—our cities? 

@ Conventional anti-aircraft, for one thing. 
‘-But—eventually—the missiles now hatching. 

At such a moment, with enemy bombers 
about to penetrate the defense perimeter of 
one of our great cities, control centers would 
alert guided missile launching bases. 

An instant later, as planes entered the edge 
of the target area, crews would let go their 
missiles from launching tracks. 

They would rise slowly at first, leaving be- 
hind a boiling trail of whitish smoke (see pic- 
ture). Gaining altitude, they’d streak aloft. 


The Lark Can See the Enemy 


HE MISSILES we expect to have will be built 

with their own secret electronic “eye” with 
which to “see” the approaching enemy plane. 
More than this, they’ll have a built-in “com- 
pulsion”’ to run down the enemy. 

Such a missile would streak upward, alter- 
ing its own course as the enemy shifted speed 
or bearing. With stubby wings fixed both ver- 
tically and horizontally, it could turn almost 
at right angles—instantaneously. In seconds it 
would “home” on the intruding bomber. 

But why wait until the enemy reaches our 
cities before launching missiles? 

Chances dre, we won’t have to. But the Lark, 
for example, carries only a limited amount of 
the vicious mixture of aniline and red fuming 
nitric acid it uses as fuel. Changes would 
have to be made before a Lark-type missile 
could fight at long ranges. 

There’s another problem, too. An enemy 
might be able to jam the radar control we'd 
use. Electronic authorities, however, think 
they can prevent this. And such missiles 
couldn’t be shot down in the air. 

That’s the story: We don't yet have the last >, 
word in guided missiles, and we may not have |

Cold Can Stir Up Sinusitis 


UT THE SINUSES are in direct com- 
munication with the nose, and so 
may be exposed to bacteria. Not infre- 
quently, acute sinusitis — infection of 
one or more of the sinuses—follows a 
common cold. The germs may inflame 
the sinuses, too. 

Depending upon which sinuses are 
involved, there may be tenderness in 
the cheek and pain around the upper 
jaw. Or there may be a severe head- 
ache, with the pain centered above the 
eye. 

The pain usually begins in the morn- 
ing, gets gradually worse during the day, then sub- 
Sides in .the evening. Or, instead of severe headaches, 
there may be pain at the bridge of the nose. 

Usually, an acute sinus infection runs its course 
within 10 days. But if the infection happens to be un- 
usually severe and isn't treated, it may hang on for « 
long time, becoming chronic sinusitis. 

But chronic sinusitis isn’t always heralded by head- 
aches. The only sign may be an odorous pus discharge. 
Or just a feeling of exhaustion and nervousness. 

What most people regard as signals of chronic 
Sinusitis—headaches, face pains, nose obstruction- 
may be due to other causes altogether. 

In rare cases, the fault may lie in a brain tumor, 
a pituitary gland disorder, or even glaucoma, the eyé

AN CLOTHES make a good secretary 
better? 

Secretarial schools today think 
they are proving this is true. And so, they 
are not only teaching girls how to be fast, 
accurate and efficient, but how to dress to 
suit the job. 

Tomorrow’s secretary learns, for ex- 
ample, that her silhouette is as important 
as her shorthand. The silhouette is the 
over-all impression a woman’s figure, 
hair-do and clothes make during the first 
30 seconds of an interview. 

Grooming for the job is a key item in 
up-to-date secretarial school courses. 
School directors are so convinced that 
good grooming is important in placement 
work that they have hired full-time 
fashion and grooming experts. 7 

One such expert is Betty Groff, a chic 
brunette who looks more like a model 
than a business school teacher. Through 
the Katherine Gibbs placement bureau in 
New York, Miss Groff keeps in touch with 
employers throughout the country.

One winter coat, tailored suit and crepe 
dress in basic or neutral color; one wool 
dress in bright or pastel shade; one date 
dress; two hats, one in basic color; two 
pairs of shoes; two pairs of gloves; two 
purses; three blouses; two “gay” scarves. 

For spring, Miss Groff suggests a smart 
print or dotted dress with dark back- 
ground, a simple crepe dress in neutral 
or muted shade, another pair of shoes 
and two straw hats—one dark, the other 
light. For summer, you can add opera 
pumps and tailored cotton dresses. 


How to Make Clothes Count 


ND HERE are some hints on making the 
| most of business clothes you buy: 
When in doubt as to what to wear, lean 
to the conservative. Before you tack a 
bunch of artificial strawberries on your 
bonnet, be sure your prospective boss 
isn’t allergic to strawberries. 

> As to jewelry, stick to pearls and simple 
gold and silver pieces.
